On October 3, 1995 at approximately 8:55 p.m., the complainant, Patty Wetterling, was at the 
Isanti Elementary School giving a speech to the local residence in reference to the well known 
case ot her son, Jacob Wetterling, missing from the St. Joseph area six years ago. She stated 
that while she was giving this speech, she noticed an elderly gentleman who matched the 
composite sketch that was made up years ago of a possible suspect. She said this elderly 
gentleman stuck around and was the very last person there for the day. She said while she was 
getting her things together, he came up and confronted her. She said he started off the 
conversation by introducing himself as Roy Olson. He explained his wife who has passed away 
was 23 years younger than he was. He said he also has a 17 year old daughter who has a 20 
year old boyfriend. He said when he was snooping through her bedroom, he found some 
suggestive sexual type letters used in correspondence between the two of them. He went on to 
explain to Mrs. Wetterling that he was confronted by the authorities in the Jacob Wetterling 
disappearance case and was matched with the composite drawing. Patty Wetterling thought it 
odd that he would jump from one subject to another so quickly and that he was from Cambridge 
and did not have any elementary age children and appeared at this meeting at the Isanti 
Elementary. He further stated the composite drawing was at an angle and it should have been 
a straight on picture of the person’s face. She told him this composite drawing was of someone 
seen at a grocery store and the person who actually did the crime was wearing a mask at the 
time. She stated this person had an icy cold stare when he was talking with her. She felt he was 
acting very suspiciously and or he was trying to gather information about the case or to find out 
if he was still a suspect. 

She said he asked her bluntly that if Jacob was found two years ago, would he be cut up in 
pieces and how would she feel about that. At this point, she became very uncomfortable. He 
went on to explain to her that he was trained in the military. He said to her he trained to be in 
her words ’aggressive’ and that type of training is all about control and he said he had some 
specialized training. She thought it ironic be would mention Jacob being found cut up in pieces 
and then explain he was in specialized training.

This is officer Robert Quanrud of the crookston Police Department. 
Today's date is January 8, 1996. This report is in regards to the 
Jacob Wetterling abduction. Information was received this date at 
approximately 11S15 A.M. from a gentleman by the name of Roger van 
Heuvelen of crookston Minnesota, no permanent address at this time. 
Roger Van Heuvelen was just released from Northwest Regional 
Corrections Center this morning in Crookston, Roger has spent the 
last approximately one (1) year in the jail in regards to criminal 
sexual conduct in the 2nd and 3rd degree involving minor children. 
Roger was in my office for an unrelated report that I'm giving at this 
time. Roger was here in regard® to some forgeries while he was in 
jail on his account. 

After my meeting with Roger in reference to the forgeries, he then 
asked me to look up a nine one one (911) that he believed he made on 
July 4th, 1993, sometime between 2200 hours and 2400 hours. The note 
that he wrote me was on the back of an envelope stated that he made a 
report on a male person trying to pick up young boys. I then went to 
our ICR log and pulled out 1993, month of July, looking from July 1st 
to about July 7th, finding nothing. I then went and pulled July 4th, 
1994, picking out the ease dates from July 1st to July 7th, finding no 
nine one one (911) call made, or any call made by Roger Van Heuvelen.

On 2/27/96 a complaint was received from Pamela J. Roerick 
to Officer Tim Broda of the Sartell Police Department. The 
complaint was in reference to suspicious activity of an adult 
male that was watching a student from the Albany High School 
while at the Odyssey of Minds competition in Sartell on 2/24/96. 

I received the complaint information and follow-up 
investigation in the matter. I spoke with the coach of the 
Albany High School, Mary Lou Blonigan. Ms. Blonigan indicated 
that while they were participating in the Odyssey of Minds 
program at the Sartell school that one of their female students 
was bothered by an adult male unknown to them. She indicated 
throughout the day that an adult male dressed in a striped shirt 
with dark sport coat, dark hair and mustache, receding hairline, 
somewhat heavy set seemed to pay particular attention to 

-.<• Even though r was always with a group of students 

this adult male tried on more than one occasion to get close to 
her. She did say that he had no further contact with her nor did 
he have any physical contact with her, just that he made 
feel extremely uncomfortable along with the other students in the 
group. Mary Lou Blonigan noticed this and made a point to have 
another visiting party from the Avon/Albany area videotape this 
adult male while at the Sartell School. This videotape is in

evidence at the Sartell Police Department. 

I made contact with Mark Brossoit of the Sartell Middle 
School. Mark is an organizer of the Odyssey of the Minds 
program. I asked Mark to come down to the Sartell Police 
Department and review the videotape in an attempt to identify the 
adult male on the videotape. During my talk with Blonigan I was 
told that this adult male during part of the day had an 

pin on, assuming he may have been a person appointed 
by Mark Brossoit to be an official or helper at the Odyssey of 
the Minds program. Mark did view the videotape and was not able 
to identify the adult male. He indicated that he was not an 
official hired or one that had volunteered through the Sartell 
school system. He indicated he had no idea who the adult male 
was. 


I also spoke with Vice Principal Jim Johnson at the Sartell 
Middle School. He indicated that while he was there he had 
contact with the people there and was also unable to identify the 
adult male. 


The videotape was taken to the Stearns County Heritage 
Center where a photograph was copied of the adult male on the 
videotape. Those photographs will be kept with the case file and 
photographs will be distributed to the surrounding school 
districts participating in the Odyssey of the Minds program in an 
attempt to identify this adult male. There will also be a copy 
of the report and photographs sent to the Wetterling Foundation 
to have on file for any further contacts. 

This is only a suspicious activity report. At this time 


there are no criminal charges, they are only making an attempt to

On Thursday, August 13, 1992 at approximately 1515 hours I received 
a call from Grant County Dispatch of a vehicle parked along CR 21 
and it was also reported that the driver was slumped over the 
wheel. Dispatch informed me that an ambulance had been dispatched 
also to this area. 

At 1522 hours I arrived at the scene which was approximately 2 1\2 
miles north of Hwy 79 on CR 21 and found a brown colored pickup 
bearing license #MZK529 parked along the southbound lane of CR 21, 

As I stopped behind the vehicle I could see the driver sit up from 
where he was slumped over the steering wheel of the vehicle. I 
approached the vehicle on the driver's side and the driver who was 
later identified as DAVID STANLEY HAAGE, DOB/10-25-68 of Ashby, MN 
opened the door of the pickup and got out. As HAAGE stepped out 
ot the pickup he staggered as he attempted to walk and appeared to 
e very intoxicated. I told HAAGE to stand along side of the 
pickup while I checked the interior of it and found him to have a 
very strong odor of alcohol beverage. I also observed a clear 
colored liquid on the highway next to the drivers door and also 

Vf™ appeared to be vomit on the inside and the outside 

of the driver's door. 

I asked HAAGE if he had been sick and he told me he had not. HAAGE 
told me that he had consumed a couple of drinks and that he had 
also been doing some painting on a car and became dizzy as he was 
driving his vehicle down the highway and pulled over to stop. I 
asked HAAGE if he had the keys to his vehicle in his pocket. He 
o me he did not. He said that they were in the pouch along the 
rant seat of the pickup. I returned to the pickup and did find 
nis keys in the pouch of the seat cover which was along the front 
part of the seat. Also underneath the seat on the driver's side 
I found a bottle of Kamchatka vodka. The bottle itself appeared

to have the seal intact and was not opened. 

At this time I returned to where MR HAAGE was standing by the rear 
of his pickup and asked him if he knew the alphabet. He told me 
he did and I told him to recite it. HAAGE recited the alphabet and 
did miss two or three letters while doing so. 

I then asked HAAGE if he would do another field sobriety test which 
he agreed to do. I asked HAAGE to stand with his feet together, 
tilt his head back and stretch his arms out to the side and touch 
the tip of his nose with his finger. As HAAGE was standing along 
side of the road he started to tilt his head back and started to 
fall towards the back. I held on to HAAGE and prevented him from 
falling over. 

I then asked HAAGE if he would give me a breath test on the PBT 
which after some discussion and explanation he agreed to do. I had 
to explain to HAAGE that if he gave me a test on the PBT and it 
indicated a fail that he would be arrested for DUI and taken to the 
Sheriff's Office in Elbow Lake. I also explained to him that if 
he refused to give me a test on the PBT the consequences would 
still be the same in that he would be arrested and taken to Elbow 
Lake. HAAGE then provided a breath sample on the PBT which 
indicated a fail. 

Before I placed HAAGE in my squad car he told me he had just been 
released from Fulton Prison in Missouri where he had served several 
years for armed robbery. 

At approximately 1535 hours we arrived at the Grant County 
Sheriff's Office in Elbow Lake. At approximately 1540 hours I 
began reading HAAGE the Minnesota Implied Consent Advisory. 1 
instructed HAAGE that I would go through it step by step with him 
and after if there was anything he did not understand that he 
should let me know. 

As I read each paragraph of the Implied Consent Advisory to HAAGE 
I asked him if he understood it and he indicated that he did. I 
asked him if he wanted to consult with an attorney and he told me 
he did not. I also asked him if he would take a breath test and 
he said yes. The reading of the Implied Consent Advisory was 
completed at 1555 hours.

I then prepared the intoxilyzer and went through the necessary 
steps and checks to see that it was working properly and found that 
it was. I informed HAAGE that he would have to give two breath 
samples to complete the test and he again told me he would. At 
1605 hours I instructed HAAGE to stand by the intoxilyzer as I held 
on to the breath tube and also instructed him to give a breath 
sample. I instructed HAAGE that he should take a very deep breath 
and insert the mouthpiece into his mouth and blow as hard as he 
could until I instructed him to stop. 

When the test was started HAAGE inserted the mouthpiece into his 
mouth and appeared to be blowing hard into the mouthpiece. The 
intoxilyzer indicated that HAAGE was not providing an air sample 
and I instructed HAAGE several times that he had to blow harder. 
I also instructed HAAGE that there was a four minute time frame in 
which he had to give this test and we stopped and started several 
times during that time frame in which I instructed him to blow 
harder into the intoxilyzer to give the test. At the end of the 
four minute time frame on the intoxilyzer the intoxilyzer indicated 
an invalid sample for the first test. 

I then continued through the remainder of the steps of the 
intoxilyzer and then we went on to the second test. At 
approximately 1611 hours HAAGE was again instructed to insert the 
mouthpiece and blow as hard as he could. HAAGE again appeared to 
make an attempt oR give an impression that he was blowing into the 
mouthpiece, but the intoxilyzer indicated that he was not. As 
HAAGE was blowing into the mouthpiece I instructed him many times 
that he had to blow harder and at one time during the second test 
he did blow hard enough to register an alcohol content of .151. 

I instructed HAAGE to continue blowing as I did not believe he had 
completed a sufficient breath sample. 

At 1616 hours the four minute time frame on the intoxilyzer had 
lapsed and the mouth piece was removed from HAAGE'S mouth. The 
results of the test were a deficient sample and the value printed 
was the highest one obtained. That would have been the second 
subject test of .151. 

I returned to the desk where I informed HAAGE that he had failed 
to provide two adequate breath samples on the intoxilyzer and that 
because of that his license would be revoked for one year. HAAGE 
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argued with me telling me that he had provided a breath sample, 
that he blew as hard as he could on the intoxilyzer and that he 
should not lose his license for a year. I instructed HAAGE that 
he had not provided two adequate breath samples and by that reason 
he was considered to have refused the test and the State of 
Minnesota would revoke his license for one year for refusal of the 
test. 

HAAGE then told me that he wanted to take the second test. I 
informed HAAGE that this decision was up to him, but if he agreed 
to give a second breath test that I would be willing to allow him 
to do that. 

After preparing the intoxilyzer for the second test I instructed 
HAAGE to again stand by the intoxilyzer where I would ask him to 
give a breath sample. 

HAAGE began to question me as to what would happen if he refused 
to take the second test and I explained to him that he would still 
be charged with the DUI and because of the deficient sample on the 
first test his license would be revoked for one year. 

HAAGE continued to ask questions about the Implied Consent and the 
lose of his license for one year. I told HAAGE several times that 
there was a time frame in which he had to provide the breath sample 
and this time frame would run out if he continued to ask questions 
and evade the test. HAAGE continued with his questioning on the 
Implied Consent and asking questions about the revocation of his 
driver's license. I continued to tell him that the Implied Consent 
had already been read and explained to him once and that provision 
of the statute had been fulfilled. I told him that the second test 
that he wanted to take was of his own choosing and that if he 
wanted to give the breath test that he again only had a few minutes 
remaining in which to provide the sample. 

HAAGE continued the evasive manner and questioning and making 
statements about his losing his license for one year and at that 
time the time frame on the subject test ran out at 1629 hours. 

After the subject test on the second test record time frame ran out 
I informed HAAGE that I was taking this as a refusal and ended the 
test sequence.

At 1640 hours I explained the results of the breath test to HAAGE 
and issued him a 7-day temporary permit. Several minutes later I 
was informed by Dispatch that they had received a TTY from Missouri 
that HAAGE had a prior DUI conviction on 01 23-92. 

HAAGE continued to question me as to what was going to happen to 
him and I informed him that because of his prior conviction of a 
DUI he would be charged with Gross Misdemeanor in Minnesota and 
that at this time he would be taken to the Otter Tail County Jail 
in Fergus Falls. 

During the period while we were in the booking room attempting to 
obtain the breath sample from HAAGE and the time period afterward 
it was very apparent that he appeared to have mood swings and that 
he would be calm and settled down one minute and a tew ^mu 

later he would be very loud and upset and then £ e was 

and then later would start crying. I then told HAAGE that I wa 

going to start a booking sheet on him and would be asking hi 
questions as to his medical condition and other information. When 
I qot to the question on the booking sheet where I asked him if ne 

had any scars or marks he told me he had several scars on hi 

stomach and shoulder, etc. I asked HAAGE if he would be in1 ^rested 
in showing me the scars and he pulled his shirt up and P°^ed to 
a scar on his stomach and also to a small circle approximately 
half inch across which he indicated were needle mai. Ks. 

I asked HAAGE where he got the scars or how he got them and he told 
me that he was a member of the occult. HAAGE also went on to tell 
me that he was no longer in the occult, that he was now a youth 
counselor with the Country Bible Church of Rural Ashby. 

HAAGE went on to tell me how he became involved with the occult and 
how when he started his job was to recruit young people into the 
occult. He told me that it was his job to contact young People 
that were 12, 13, or 14 years of age who were having troubl . 

home and recruit them into the occult. 

I informed HAAGE that he did not have to tell me about these 
activities if he did not want to, but if he wanted to continue 
talking I would listen to him. 

HAAGE then spoke of using a pentagram to summons demons and also 
told me how he himself had used a pentagram to summons a demon. 
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HAAGE claimed to be a witch to the third power and that during this 
past year he had turned to Christ and was now working with the 
youth at the Country Bible Church. During our discussion I asked 
HAAGE if he had ever been present when animals had been sacrificed 
in the occult and he told me he had. He told me that it was 
usually small dogs and cats that were sacrificed. 

I went on to ask HAAGE if he had ever been present when a human 
sacrifice was done and he claimed to have been present when a human 
sacrifice had been conducted. I asked HAAGE if he personally 
himself participated in a human sacrifice and he told me that at 
the time that he was promoted to a warlock within the occult part 
of the ceremony was that he and two others sacrificed a thirteen 
year old blonde haired girl. HAAGE claimed that this sacrifice 
took place in Kansas City, Mo. 

I again during our conversation several times told HAAGE he did not 
have to discuss this with me if he did not want to, but he 
continued with the discussion. 

HAAGE also went on to explain that the occult was very active in 
the Fergus Falls area and involved mostly young people. He told 
me that he had been working with some of these young people to 
persuade them to give up their activities in the occult. At this 
time MR. HAAGE had nothing further to offer in the conversation and 
he was transported to the Otter Tail County Jail by DEPUTY LANGLIE. 

I then contacted the Fergus Falls Police Dept and informed an 
Officer there of the information that HAAGE had given me earliet 
about the occult being active in Fergus Falls. I was informed by 
this officer that they had received reports in the past about the 
activity of the occult in Fergus Falls and would visit with HAAGE 
at the Otter Tail County Jail later on this evening. 

DEPUTY MARLYN RILEY, G.C.S.O./dvs 
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On Thursday, August 13, 1992 at approximately 2145 hrs. the Grant 
County Dispatch sent out a nation wide teletype with special 
attention to the central states and Kansas City Missouri. The 
purpose of the teletype was to inform agencies of the statements 
that HAAGE had made while he was present in our Booking Room. 

On Friday, August 14, 1992, upon arrival at the Grant County 
Sheriff's Office, Dispatch informed me that a Lt. KEITH DESPAIN of 
the Fredericktown Missouri Police Dept, had contacted our office 
in reference to the teletype sent the nioht before. Lt. DESPAIN 
had been calling in reference to a io 
was abducted on August 5, 1989 in the Fredericktown area. 

At 0840 hrs. I received a phone call from WILLIAM SHOEMAKER of the 
St. Louis office of the FBI. Phone number there is 314-241-5357, 
This call was also in reference to the case. I 
discussed with SHOEMAKER the conversation I had with the day 
before and gave him the information that we had so far. SHOEMAKER 
told me he would contact the FBI agent in Willmar and arrange for 
him to interview 

Next, I was contacted by a Detective RAY VASQUEZ of the Blue 
Springs Missouri Police Dept, which is located approximately 20 
miles from Kansas City. VASQUEZ wanted to know if HAAGE gave any 
details of the sacrifice which he claimed to have witnessed and 
took part in. I told VASQUEZ that did not give details, but 
only that it was suppose to have occurred in or around the Kansas 
City area. 

VASQUEZ told me of a case where two children, ages 5 & 7, had been 
abducted, tied up and forced to watch as a young girl was placed 
on top of a pentagram by several people wearing black robes and 
hoods and at which time this person was then cut up into small 
pieces. It was also reported that the remains had been disposed 
of in a sewer. So far police have not been able to substantiate 
the story and VASQUEZ was attempting to try to tie that case with 
the information with together. 

I told VASQUEZ of the conversation I had with and suggested 
he contact Agent SHOEMAKER at the FBI in St. Louis.

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SATANIC CULTS - THEIR MEMBERS AND THEIR VICTIMS: 

INFORMATION FOR SURVIVING VICTIMS, HELPING PROFESSIONALS, 

LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS AND THE LEGAL SYSTEM. 

Information on the subject of satanic cults is hard to come by. 
The literature contains only a few articles and books written by 
helping professionals and even fewer written by survivors of 
satanic cult abuse. One reason for this is the reluctance of 
cult survivors to talk about these experiences. While being 
actively abused by cult members, vi ctims are brainwashed into 
believing that if the y ever tell an yone of the cul t’s activities 
they will e ither be_k.illed, commit suicide or go crazy. In one 
case, eighteen former cult members were killed or disappeared at 
the hands of their former cult. [1] other victims and former 
cult members are told that if they tell, their families will be 
killed. Many victims and members have repressed memories of 
abuse experiences. Mostly, the denial of victims, former 
/members, helping professionals and society in general results in 
an uncongenial climate for information bearers on this subject to 
tell what they know. 

HISTORY 

It is of value to look at the history of satanic cults. The 
historical stories are many and varied. The Cathers, a 
historical religious group, who were active in Europe in the 
10 th-14 th century, believed that Satan was the God of evil, in 
equal status with the god of good. The Bogomiles, a Bulgarian 
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sect which began in the 10th century taught that Satan and Jesus 
were both sons of God. Many Christian beliefs teach that Satan 
was the highest ranking angel who rebelled against God and so was 
thrown out of heaven. Some groups believe that Satan is not a 
being, but a personification of the evil in people's own basic 
nature. This idea was popularized by Anton LaVey's Satanic 
Bible- Some Satanic groups were set up as an alternative to 
Judeo-Christian society. For example, a form of the Black Mass ' 
was seen in the 14th century as a parody of the Christian rite, 
attended by the ■masses* (especially the serfs) to 1] let off 
steam by ridiculing the religion of the people in power 
(landowners and priests) and to 2] appeal to another god, who may 
be closer to them. The social significance of this phenomenon is 
that in this time period serfs saw Satan as the "god of the 
serfs* and the *god of liberty.* To be a Satanist was a way of 
showing opposition to the establishment. Many historians believe 
that the Inquisition was as much an attempt to weed out heretics 
such as these as it was an attempt to prevent revolution. Satan 
was, and still is for some, a way of getting supernatural help 
because the good god seems too distant and has virtues such as 
beauty and joy which are basically impractical. It would be 
easier, they believe, to catch the attention of an evil God. (2)

practiced Hispanic occult is called Santeros^ It has 
in African tribal religions found in the ivory coast of 
These people sacrifice animals, offer fruits, flowers 
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or whatever a god's favorite item might be, to get her or his 
attention and favor. The larger the sacrifice offered, the 
larger the reguest that can be asked. When these people were 
brought to the U.S. as slaves they brought their religion with 
them. Slave owners insisted they give up their religion for 
Christianity but instead the slaves mixed the two religions into 
one called Santeria. santeria has many offshoots such as Voodoo 
(Haiti), Candomble (Brazil), Abagua, Marielito, and Palo Mayombe 
(Cuba), and Brujeria (Mexico). Most of these groups are law 
abiding and only come in conflict with law enforcements when 
animals are sacrificed. However laws in some states have been 
changed to accommodate these religious practices. The real 
problem is when Santeria practices are performed before, during 
and after crimes such as human sacrifices, drug trafficking and 
the making of pornography as an excuse to commit these crimes. 

[3] Readers will recall a 1989 case in Mexico in which Santeria 
practices were related to drug trafficing. In this case 12 
bodies were found suggesting human sacrificing. 

SATANIC CULTS in the United States 

In this country, cult activity runs along a continuim. On one 
end are the groups who engage in satanism purely for religious 
and spiritual reasons and do not participate in any criminal 
behavior. On the extreme opposite end of the continuim are groups 
who include crimes such as rape, mutilation and human sacrificing 
in their rituals and are generally also involved in underworld 
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crim e_jsuch as -drug trafficin-n-^nd—h ajrd core pornograph y, it is 
this latter group that I am writing about in this paper and who 
are causing the most concern about satanic cult activitiy. 
(Wiccan or Witchcraft, an old non-satanic pagan religion, should 
not be confused with satanism, Satanism has some of the same 
symbols and artifacts as Wicca because satanism borrowed the 
ideas from Wicca just as they did with Christianity). 

There are two groups of ideas about why Satanism in the U.S. has 
become more widely reported, especially in the last two decades. 
For example in recent years Metropolitan helping professionals 
have noticed a significant increase in the number of 
ritualistically abused clients. This increase has resulted in 
the forming of a Minnesota Task Force on Ritualistic Abuse which 
operates out of the Minneapolis Sexual Violence Center. The 
first group of ideas explaining this increase appears to be quite 
intellectual and objective. These ideas include how present day 
society's disbelief in rationalism encourages interest in the 
supernatural, the emphasis toward short-cut quick-fix thinking, 
the rejection of responsibility for decisions, the influence of 
Eastern religions, psychic research which seems to lead to the 
occult as a division of science, and the presence of occult 
themes in mass media. [4] The second group is based on the 
belief that increased cult activity stems from an increased 
market for illegal drugs and hard core pornography. Cult members 
believe that Satanic practices will protect their illegal 
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activities from legal detection. Still others observers focus on 
more primitive and organic reasons. At the least, that say, 
satanic rituals allow members to have abso lu£_e_a r-ati-f-i-ca-t-i-on— olE^

the flesh, gratification of the ego,_and incr eased sense of 
power. [5] 

It is the latter perspective that interests police who are 
investigating satanic cults. Officer Tim Boyle of the Maryland 
National Capital Park Police in Montgomery County, Maryland, 
encourages investigators to look for drug involvement when 
investigating. He said rather than looking for, ’a bunch of 
people worshiping satan’, look for people, "who are selling 
drugs.' Detective Roberto Rodriguez (a pseudonym of an 
undercover narcotics investigator in Miami) said, "we find dead 
bodies of dealers who were killed as a part of a drug deal", and 
all indicators show that the murder occured as a part of a 
satanic ritual. [6] 

There is not much documentation of the connection between satanic 
cults and pornography, but victims of satanic abuse have reported 
seeing and being involved in the making of pornography, 
especially "snuff porn" films where victims are seen being 
sexually abused and then killed. 

A frightening reality is that police estimate that over 50,000 
children are murdered by Satan cults a year, f 7] it is unknown 

i. 
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how many adult murders are cult caused. However there are 
several examples in which large groups of people have been 
murdered by cults. For example. The Min neapolis star and Tribune 
ran an article on July 24, 1988 which credited one cult in the 
deaths and disappearance of 18 former members or critics. In 
1978 in Havanna a play was produced that examined the Abaqua 
cult. Within two weeks all the members of the cast—twenty 
people—were killed. [8] 

PRESENT DAY SATANIC RITUALS 

The Black Mass is the central religious ceremony of contemporary 
satanic cults. Generally robes are worn by cult members, and 
candles and chalices are on an altar. The leader usually puts a 
grotesque mask to symbolize the presence of the devil. In summer 
the Mass is conducted out of doors around a central fire. Cult 
members encircle the fire and chant to the devil. The Mass has 
several sections including orgiastic group sex and abuse, 
initiation rites where members and victims must submit to the 
power of Satan or run the risk of death, and physical torture 
inflicted upon the victims as a purification rite. Lastly an 
aminal or human sacrifice is offered to Satan. (9] One of the 
greatest gifts to Satan is a candle made out of the fat of an 
unbaptized baby. [10] 

During the Satanic rituals, victims, usually children who are 
family members or neighbors of cult members or victims of 
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kidnapping, are abused by cult members. These acts center around 
emotional, physical and sexual abuse of victims and adoration of 
Satan. In rituals aimed at pleasing Satan, the sacred societal 
norms are ridiculed. Satanists invest social norms and sacred 
sites to become the opposite manifestation, for example, they 
pray the Lord's prayer backwards; the pentigram, a positive 
symbol of witchcraft is written upside down so the top point 
points downward to hell. What is good normatively, is bad to 
cult members, what is bad to them is good to most of society, 
til] Many sacred symbols and rituals of Christianity, Wicca, 
Judaism, and other great religions are made to appear ugly The 
more perverse the act, the more the satanists believe that Satan 
will be pleased; and to please Satan is to earn His protection. 

The reason satanic cults murder victims is because they believe 
that blood is a life energy and must be released. Another 
important motive is that inflicting death gives a psychological 
charge to the killers. [12] An especially powerful kick is 
believed to come when the cult member is sexually abusing a 
victim and has an orgasm at the exact time of the victim's death. 

Cult members believe that by pleasing Satan they will become rich 
and powerful. They take part in the rituals so they can have a 
complete sense of control over another human, a sense of 
belonging, participation in boundariless sexual gratification, 
and protection for their illegal activites which gives them 


money 
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and power. Rituals take place in churches,- basements of houses, 
in abandoned houses, or in fields or wooded areas. Masses and 
rituals are held at different times from cult to cult but a basic 
pattern does exist; often Satanic rituals occur at the same times 
as Christian or Wiccan holidays. Here is a fairly complete list 
collected from several sources of the holidays which may be 
celebrated by the Satanist.

These holidays are important to know because they greatly effect 
the lives of cult members and victims. Survivor victims will 
often have especially difficult emotional times on the dates of 
satanic holidays, [131 


CULT MEMBERS 

There are various levels of involvement in Satanism. These are : 

1. Pun and games; which includes Satanic small talk conversation 
and interest, and provides an ego boost. 

2. Dabblers; in which there is some serious interest accompanied 
by half belief, that involves satanic connection, real but 
super ficial. 

3. Serious; in which the participant holds a conviction of 
supernatural reality with a serious attempt at learning, and 
probably joins an active cult at this stage. 

4. Criminal; including either people who believe that criminal 
action is important to achieve their goals, or people who are 
already involved in violent crimes and are looking for a 
context or excuse to continue. [14] 

The process of moving a member from serious involvement to 

criminal involvement is complex and well planned. 


Indicators that someone may be involved in cult activity can be: 

1* Presence of books about satanism such as The am' r- Hihio ^ 
The Satan i c RU' i aL g/ or Book of Shadows. 


2. Owning items such as robes (usually black or red), amulets 
with satanic symbols on them, an altar (usually trapezoidal) 
candles (especially black ones), a bell (with a loud 
penetrating sound), a chalice or goblet, elixer (a drink that 
is stimulating and pleasant tasting), sword, phallic-like 
water sprinkler, gong, parchment, an athame (a knife), girdle 
^^d, or thurible (used to burn incense in or mix potions). 


3. For teens and young adults, signs also include heavy metal 
music by groups who promote satanism such as Motley Crue or 
Ozzie Ozbourne, drawings of symbols such as the upside down 
cross, swastika, unicorn horn, 666, the inverted pentagram, 
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the Baphomet (human likde figure with a goat head and winqs) 
or poetry and stories which include violence, sexual abuse 
seeming fascination with murder/ suicide, or death, consistent 
secretiveness, arrogant hostile attitude towards 
Christianity, and satanic images on T-shirts and posters. [16] 

People who are being brought into cult membership are likely to 
experience systematic desensitization to increasing levels of 
violent activity. They may also experience tactics and 
strategies used by other types of cults such as isolation, 
hypnosis, peer group pressure, love bombing, removal of privacy, 
sleep deprivation and fatigue, or meta communication with 
subliminal messages. They may not be allowed to ask questions, 
are taught incomprehensible doctrine and rejection of old values, 
and forced into confessions and exaggerated experiences of guilt. 
They may experience increased fear, constant chanting and 
singing, disinhibition of impulses, and controlled approval. 
Helping former cult members heal from their involvement is a 
complex and difficult process, and one which will not be 
discussed in this paper. [17] 

COUNSELING SATANIC CULT VICTIMS 
Characteristics of Cult Victims 

Female and male babies, toddlers, and children are the most 
frequent victims of cults. At times teenagers and adults are 
victimized especially teenage girls who are used for breeding 
babies which will be sacrificed later, and adult men who are 
sacrificed because they pose a threat in some way to the cult. 
Victims often come to the attention of helping professionals as 
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children who have told a trusted adult what happened to them, or 
teens who get into trouble and then tell about their abuse, or as 
adults who have repressed the experience and begin to remember 
the abuse through flashbacks. Children and teens may also carry 
repressed memories. 

Victims experience an extraordinary array of abuses including 
repeated vaginal, anal and oral rape. They may be tied down or 
tied to a tree. They may be cut to bleed and then have their 
blood smeared on them, or are forced to drink out of chalices 
full of blood mixed with urine. They may be forced to have sex 
with other children, forced to have sex with animals, forced to 
witness and be a part of killings of animals and/or humans, or 
are tortured in other ways. These tortures are aimed at control 
of the bodies, minds and spirits of the victims. Victims may be 
buried alive, or put in containers such as a box with snakes, 
vermin and bugs. They may have to watch others being killed by a 
means with which the victim’s own death is threatened. They may 
have to put babies in vats of boiling water or endure burns and 
not be allowed to make any outcry of pain. 

CHILD VICTIMS OF CULTS

24. On examination, enlargement of the vaginal opening, scarring 
in genital area, relaxing rather than tensing of rectum when 
touched, or veneral disease. [21] 

Most importantly, family members and professionals must listen to 
a child carefully. Helpers must not be too quick to assume that 
what the child is saying or doing is because of an active 
imagination or too much television, it is important to use open 
ended and not leading questions. The child needs plenty of 
permission to say anything. The helper must explain that even 
though it may seem bad or shocking to them to say some things 
outloud, she or he wants to hear them. The child needs to 
believe the listener will love and care for her or him no matter 
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what is disclosed. Child victims may have been brainwashed to 
believe that no one cares about them or that if they tell anyone 
about the cult or their activities someone will die, either the 
helper, themselves or their whole family. 

Helpers must not underestimate the trauma the child has gone 
through. The rituals in which they have been involved occur 
through a series of ceremonies designed to brainwash and attack 
the normal orientation of the child, Satanists want to tune out 
all the societal influences on the child, then instill fear, and 
then establish psychological dependency. The child is isolated, 
sexually abused, emotionally and physically tortured, and then 
reborn in a satanic rebirthing ceremony. For example, just 
preparing children for ceremonies may include blindfolding the 
child and throwing her or him back and forth between cult members 
until she or he looses sense of direction. The child may be 
given freguent enemas to stretch the anal cavity in preparation 
for extensive sexuaj. assault. She or he may be forced to endure 
crotch grabing or forced to^drink semen. [ 22 ] 

Those who think a child may be a victim of Satanic abuse should; 

1. Recognize how important it is to provide safety for this 
victim. They must do all they can to protect their 
confidentiality and provide for their immediate safety. 

2. Let the victim know you believe her or him, that it isn't the 
individual's fault, and how proud you are of the person for 
surviving. 

3. Ask them about present needs. See if they need medical 
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at tention. 

4. Let them know you will help them and that you are taking 
precautions for your own safety. 

5. Realize that the child most probably was drugged and 
threatened with the death of another child or adult/ a death 
which may even have been staged to frighten the child. This 
is generally in the back of the child's mind. The child's 
reality is most probably one which you cannot fully 
understand unless you have been there, 

6. Pay attention to spiritual needs and healing because although 
religious practices have been perverted they created a 
spiritual void which needs to be filled. 

7. Be cautious about what helping services you use. Some may 
not be aware of or believe about Satanic cult abuse and can 
be more harmful then helpful. Also, often cult members 
themselves are doctors, attorneys, police, and others that 
may be involved in the child abuse reporting procedure. 

8. Seek support and education for yourself as well as for the 
child. [23] 

9. Understand that the cultists make their rituals so bizarre 
that it will be hard for anyone to believe the stories the 
children tell. [24] 

10. Realize that the child h as most probably lost her or his free 
will and is under the control of the cult . This is not 
E3~aThy~irresponsibility on~tfffe part - of the child or adult 
guardians. The child has been or is being tortured and then 
rewarded, no matter what values the child has been taught, 
they become secondary in the face of avoiding pain. The 
child is forced to complete tasks and then is rewarded by 
having torture temporarily ceased. The next level of abuse 
is more complex. The child is put in the position of having 
to escalate violence, against another in order to avoid her or 
his own torture. This forces upon the child an incredible 
sense of being guilty of the harming another. Eventually the 
child feels totally responsible for the abuse and even death 
of other victims. The child is forced to mix sexual pleasure 
with killing activities whi ch further confuses reality . 

Often the cult members will 3o mag real su rg er y whichappea rs 
to implant a device such as a bomb into the child which 
supposedly will go off if they tell anyone of the cult’s 
activities. The cults use normal bodily functions which 
occur when someone is anxious so if a child does begin to 
tell, their body will feel like the bomb is going to blow 
them up because their heart races, their breathe becomes 
shallow and they feel pains in their chest. [25] 
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11. Report what you have learned to members of the police 
identified as working on cult related activities. 

12. Realize it was denial that helped the victim get through the 
abuse in the first place, so the individual's denial will be 
very strong. You need to continue telling the child that you 
believe her or him. 

ADULTS WHO HAVE REPRESSED MEMORIES OF CULT ABUSE 
Often adult clients who have been abused by a satanic cult will 
come to therapy with other primary issues. It will be from 
working through these issues that one will get to the abuse which 
is indeed the root of the issue. Sometimes there are signs 
p resen t which will speed up the process and allow the therapist, 
if familiar with the signs, to more quickly get to the satanic 
abuse. Some of these signs are from adults who report that as 
children or as adults they experience{d) many of the traits 
listed on pages 11, 12, and 13. In addition you may see: 

1. Reports of reccuring (often very faint) visual or sensory 
images of blood being poured over them, of receiving electric 
shock, of experiencing Russian roulette, gang rape, the 
cutting of genitals, being burie d, and other torturous cult 
practices„ 

2. Reports of repea-fe-ed—and—v-iole nt flashbacks , night 
terrors,r^e lf-muti la tive behavior s,; drug and alcohol 
ahn^A," fn^rf-iT -S-i.nn_hetween good - and-^evi 1, sense of impending 
death, incredible guilt and shame for being alive. [26] 

3. Expression of feelings that they have been terribly abused 
but do not remember the actual abuse. 

4. Appearing to be in a daze or trance when talking about 
abuse or feelings about their past. 

5. Frequent complaints of headaches, loss of sensation, 
blindness, or paralysis with no medical cause. 

6. Past or present sleepwalking. 

7. Consistent suicidal feelings or behaviors. 
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8* A complete sense of being evil, of guilt and condemnation, 

9. Preoccupation with or absolute denial of sexual activities. 

10. Crisises or acting out episodes which seem to have a pattern 
which corresponds to the holidays of Satanism, [27] 

Many clients will show signs and symptoms of dissociate or 

multiple personality reactions because they needed to dissociate 

during the abuse in order to tolerate the pain,. Signs of this 

are: 

11. Reports of auditory hallucinations. 

12. Reports of conversations with imaginary playmates. 

13. Reports of losing time which does not appear to be 
related to chemical abuse. 

14. Appearance of marked changes in personality which may 
include changes in voice and mannerism. 

15. Confusion or forgetfulness about basic things 
such as previous conversations, important events, 
possessions, etc. 

16. Hour-to-hour variation in skills, knowledge, preferences, 
athletic or music abilitites, handwriting, knowledge of 
arithmetic or spelling, or artistic abilities. 

17. Variation in age-appropriate behavior. 

18. Clients refering to themselves in the third person or want 
to be called by different names. [23] 

Often because of the horror of the abuse, victims disassociate or 

leave their body during the abuse. They repress the experience 

so that by the time they reach home after the abuse, they may not 

remember what happened. if it appears your client has post 

traumatic stress disorder, multiple personalities or exhibits 

dissociative states, get consultation on how to work with this 

aspect of the client's needs. Multiple Personality Disorder 
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(MPD) is not rare and is a complex form of dissociation as a 
response to severe trauma which allows the total person to 
function. The DSM III-R cites the criterion for MPD as the 
existence of two or more distinct personalitities/ each of whom 
occupy the body at different times. Each personality if 
developed as an individual has her or his own history, behavior 
patterns, and social relationships. The primary or original 
personality most often determines on-going behavior. E 29 3 

One of the most difficult aspects of working with satanic cult 
clients is to convince them that they were victims and not 
responsible for what happened. They took part in rituals because 
they did not have any other option. They were convinced that if 
they did not take part in what they cult told them to do, someone 
would be killed. They had to watch real or dramatised killings 
to prove the seriousness of the threat. Victims may have been 
sexually abused in their families or by other trusted adults 
before they became the victims of the cult, so they did not know 
how to make themselves safe. The victim was most probably 
brainwashed to believe that she or he was chosen by Satan. They 
are told they will belong to Satan for all of time and nothing 
can break that bond. The victim may be tortured until she or he 
agrees to kill the animal or baby that the cult orders them to 
kill. 


An example of this type of coercion is found in the book Satan 1 g 
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qnd_ergrQ_und written by Lauren Stratford, in which she was told to 
kill a baby and refused. She was put in a barrel and told that a 
baby a week would be killed until she agreed to kill a baby. 

Week after week went by and the victim refused to kill a baby. 
Each week the body of the baby that was killed was put in the 
barrel with the victim. Finally, driven to near insanity, the 
victim killed a baby. The cult wanted and got complete control 
over her. Once she killed the baby, she had nothing left which- 
was her own. Her free will had been taken from her. 

The cult members ruin the victim's basic belief system by mocking 
the concepts of God, family and goodness which are important to 
developmental security. They tell the victim that they are the 
only one who loves her or him, and that when others say they love 
the victim, they are lying. They make the victim feel special and 
important, all the while they are being abused in many ways. The 
victim is left with an extremely distorted idea of love. 

When in a helping relationship with any victim who has repressed 
memories, the story may unfold for her or him as it is unfolding 
for the helper. The helper needs to be the keeper of the story. 
The client's denial will be just as strong as the individuals's 
emerging reality. The helper needs to believe and communicate to 
the client that any image which repeatedly appears to the client 
is likely to be a true image. The helper needs to let the client 
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know that together they will determine the meaning of any image, 
with the client having the final say. 

Flashbacks or reliving experiences are common for the victim. 

They may appear as quick flashes of an image, an ugly smell that 
nobody else smells, sounds, sensations in the body, trance like 
day dreams of the abuse, or nightmares. Sometimes the client has 
a deep, inner sense of knowing which she or he describes as 'I 
always thought.,..■ it may feel to the client that she or he is 
reporting something she or he once read or heard on T.V, These 
senses of knowing* need to be taken very seriously because they 
are clues to the story. Helpers need to trust their own 
intuition when working with victim s because w i f 

abuse, int uition and not logic, is .where .acc.ura.hp -j.nHrjgmj3.rv.t-— lies . 
The story will not unfold in an orderly manner. Instead it will 
come piece by piece, out of order, out of context, and 
accompanied by deep terror. 

When the client has a flashback while with you, it is crucial to 
see after her or his immediate safety needs. All the while let 
her or him know your name and that you are good and safe to be 
with. Tell the client that the experience she or he is having is 
called a flashback and you will stay with the person through it. 

If possible ask the client to tell you what is happening in the 
flashback. This is important because flashbacks are essential 
sorces of information for you and the client. 
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Clients will feel an incredible sense of evil around this 
subject. Their belief that something horrible is going to happen 
because they told/ and that they are basically evil and bonded to 
Satan, is as strong as your belief in the need to have air to 
breathe. Clients will have incredible self hatred and disdain. 
They will find it extremely difficult to believe you care and 
will think that if you do care it is because you do not know the 
truth. They will wait with heightened expectancy for the time 
when you will see the truth and feel uncontrollably repulsed by 
their very presence. Do not try to convince the client of your 
observations about the person's character or appearances. Simply 
offer your observations. Breaking the client's shame cycle and 
bui lding self esteem will be a very long and slow proce ss. 

Victims of Satanic cults are often suicidal, self mutilating, and 
chemicaly abusive. This, along with dissociation, is their way to 
cope with their pain. It is wise to have the client sign a no 
suicide contract, no self harm contract and no chemical abuse 
contract. Include in the contract the steps the client agrees to 
take if she or he feels like breaking a contract. Do not list 
consequences for breaking a contract. If it is broken remind the 
client that she or he agreed to the contract and you still 
consider it in effect. If the client has MPD try to get as many 
of the~~aXirg7's _ ~as possible to agree to each contract. At times 
you will need to do crisis intervention if the client calls and 
feels unable to stop the self harm. You may need to insist that 
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the client go to a crisis center or into a hospital if they do 
not agree to a protection plan for during the crisis (ie; stay at 
a trusted friend's house). Although you most probably care for 
the client, do not put a great deal of your energy into worrying 
about compliance with the contracts. The client did make it 
through the original abuse and, as painful as the healing process 
is, she or he has the ability to make it through. Generally it 
is helpful to have the client evaluated for the possibility of 
taking an anti-depressant and/or anti-anxiety medication to "lift 
the bottom a bit." 

As stated above, dealing with the client's spiritual healing will 
be an important part of the process. Enter into the discussion 
with the strength of your own spirituality. Assume the position 
that a busers were responsib le, and not that they were instruments 
of the devil. This will serve to demystify the memories and make 
them more attainable. [30] 

Realize that working with survivors of cults is emotionally 
draining work. If you do not have the energy to undertake the 
whole healing process (ie: listen to horror stories, be available 
for phone calls between sessions, offer physical comfort) refer 
the client as soon as possible. Not every helper can or should 
engage in thie type of work. Even therapists who can do excellent 
work in this area of practice must assess their personal life 
status and case load before agreeing to work extensively with a 
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client. Having a client who is a Satanic cult victim can bring 
into question your own spirituality and world view perceptions. 
You may hear stories which are beyond your tolerance for 
emotional distress. It is important that you take care of 
yourself as you enable the client to find a complete support 
system. It may feel like she or he needs you to be available and 
able to give at all times. In reality, though she or he may have 
an extremely strong attachment to you, the individual probably 
has well developed coping mechanisms. Be with the client and 
express as much care as is realistic in the context of a helping 
relationship. The emotional intensity and experience of the 
wellness response may be more than you have felt in a therapeutic 
relationship before and you may find yourself changing your own 
rules. This may be acceptable as long as it is a clear choice 
you are making and you are talking about these changes in 
consultation or supervision. Mostly believe in the strength and 
the gift of your power of love. Then believe in your client's 
power to heal. it is this power that kept them alive during the 
abuse, and which will be with them in the therapy. 

In the event that a helper finds she or he is having difficulty 
believing a client's story, here a few suggestions of what can be 
done. Talk over the case with a co-worker or supervisor to look 
at if it is one's own denial that is in the way. if the helper 
still suspects the client is malingering, she or he should do an 
assessment. See if there is a uniqueness to the story, enough 
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details to get a clear picture of the story, and consistency in 
the story. Ask the client how the story came to her or him and 
how much they have read on the subject. As the stories become 
whole as a history, rather than as a present day nightmare, there 
should be a marked improvement in the client and in her or his 
d istress level . A client who is telling her or his truth will 
generally be very concerned with whether or not what they are 
saying i.s true and will avoid stimuli that may remind them of* 
cult activity. Often a client who is malingering will spend 
energy trying to convince the helper that what she or he is 
saying is true and that she or he know what they are talking 
about. Both groups will want to be assured the helper believe 
them. With good consultation and clinical judgement it is 
important to rule out other possible diagnosis. if after this 
assessment the helper still doesn't believe what the client is 
saying, the helper needs to decide if she or he can work with 
this client. It is an option to believe that the story is 
symbolic of a truthful need the client has, and the helper and 
client can attempt to work it out through the therapeutic 
process. Or the helper can gently confront the client with her 
or his perceptions and see if it can be worked out between them, 
or the helper can let the client know she or he can't work with 
her or his issues and offer them some good referrals. 

LEGAL ASPECTS OF SATANIC CULT ABUSE 

you think you may have come across an illegal cult activity, 
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write a complete report on what you've heard, inform the proper 
law enforcement or child protection personnel, and do realize 
that you may be putting yourself in danger by getting involved. 
Don't let information out to the press or to people you don't 
know well unless you are clear about the hazards. [31J Realize 
that while you may feel capable of protecting yourself, your 
client may have extreme anxiety for your safety. Unneccesary 
risk taking behavior on your part may interfere with the client's 
progress in therapy. 

It is important to realize that it will be very hard to get a 
conviction should charges be brought against cult members. There 
are no legal sanctions against occult activity; it is not 
illegal to be a satanists. The criminal acts which occur within 
satanic cults are trespassing, vandalism, cruelty to animals, 
kidnapping, rape or sexual molestation, child abuse and murder. 
However these are very hard to prove. Generally no body parts o£ 
any victims are left on the scene for investigators to find. 

Parts are either burnt, buried or eaten. In addition because of 
lack of education in the legal system, crimes aren't processed as 
part of cult activity but as individual incidents. Because of 
this we do not really know how many cult crimes are successfully 
or unsuccessfully prosecuted. When victims do tell of their 
abuse and abuses they saw, prosecutors are generally hesitant to 
prosecute because the story sounds too bizarre to be credible. 
Victim/witnesses still in therapy may be identified as mentally 
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ill by defense attorneys The lesser crimes fall by the wayside 
because of their difficulty to prove and because of people's 
denial of cult activity. Police and the court system alike are 
often in denial of this type of criminal behavior. [32] 

Law enforcement officers look for indicators that a possible cult 
related crime has been committed. These indicators involve 
finding symbols and writings around the scene of the crime and 
finding a naked corpse who was sexually abused and may be missing 
body parts. Often the body will have stab wounds in the abdomen 
that do not penetrate the back. There may be injection marks 

* 

especially in the feet or arm pits, unusual marks on the body, 
blood poured on the body, wax/oils/powders/incense/ string on or 
near the body, the hands or feet shackled, strap marks on the 
upper back, absence of blood in the body, and stomach contents 
including urine, blood, drugs, or unidentifiable poisons. Animal 
mutilations may be found on the scene, hair clumps, a goats head, 
or an altar with candles or chalices. [33] Other clues are use 
of stolen or vandalized Christian artifacts, non-discernable 
writings, dolls stuck with pins, bowls of powdered or colored 
salt, skulls, and/or branding irons. [34] 

Education of helping professionals including the police and court 
personnel is what is needed for these criminals to be held 
accountable. Taskforces are being formed networking police 
departments, court personnel, and human service workers. This is 
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the beginning of a very important proces. 


SUMMARY 

Because the body of literature on this subject is so new and 
sparce, just the tip of the iceberg is known. More information 
is needed about cult members, cult victims and how to best help 
them heal, skill development needs for therapist, procedures for 
law enforcement officers and legal implications for the court 
system. Continued networking and information sharing will be 
helpful in gaining access to more aspects of this issue. 
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(WHEREUPON, the following took place 
without the presence of the jury.) 

THE COURT: Okay. The record should 
reflect the fact the following proceedings are taking 
place outside the presence of the jury, but in the 
presence of the attorneys. I believe also the record 
should reflect that Mr. Kuderer is here on behalf of the 
insurance. Mr. Kautzer is here on behalf of Mr. 
Villaume; is that correct? 

MR. KAUTZER.- That's correct, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: There are two issues that I've 
indicated yesterday while we were in chambers should be 
addressed at this time. And the first concerns a 
witness, , perhaps her name is. And 

with respect to that witness, the Plaintiffs are moving 
to suppress her testimony on the ground of failure to 
disclose. And I think that's the only motion with 
respect to that at this point. The Plaintiffs -- the 
Defendant rather put the Plaintiffs on notice yesterday, 
on December 4, that they intended to call this witness. 
And I believe the Plaintiffs wish to be heard on the 
sole issue of whether or not the witness's testimony 
should be suppressed by reason of failure to make 
discovery. Excuse me a minute. All right. Mr. Yetka. 

MR. YETKA: Your Honor, Plaintiffs bring a 
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motion to suppress or exclude the testimony of 

I may use those interchangeably. As 
I've indicated on numerous motions in the past. Your 
Honor, this case was filed in June of '93, over two and 
a half years ago. And discovery was ongoing until 
August, and then postponed until September of this year. 
Specific requests were provided in discovery in the form 
of interrogatories by the Plaintiffs to the Defendants, 
both Plaintiffs first set of interrogatories and second 
set of interrogatories, copies of which have been 
provided to the Court this morning. 

In Plaintiffs first set of interrogatories, Your 
Honor, at Page 8, interrogatory No. 6, this is a 
statutory interrogatory for medical malpractice cases 
out of the Minnesota statutes. A request was made for 
any statements of parties and non parties concerning 
this action of the subject matter of the action. And as 
far as statements go, it's defined a written statement, 
signed or otherwise adopted or approved by the person 
making it or a stenographic, mechanical or electrical or 
other recording or transcription thereof. It is a 
substantial verbatim recital or an oral statement by the 
person making it and contemporaneously recorded. 

In addition, Your Honor, and Plaintiffs' second 
set of interrogatories, which also were provided to the 
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Court this morning, at interrogatories No. 5, Your 
Honor, requests full name, address, occupation, present 
employer and so forth of any person having information 
relative to the lawsuit. 

And, in addition, Your Honor, interrogatory No. 

7 asks for additional information with regard to 
witnesses who will be testifying. These interrogatories 
have been outstanding for months and years. Requests 
for supplementation were made on behalf of the 
Plaintiffs on at least two occasions, I believe, more. 
And in response to those interrogatories and requests, 
Defendant has affirmatively stated, first, that there 
are no statements. And no statements have been taken. 
And, second, with regard to fact witnesses, Your Honor, 
some fact witnesses were listed. 

I'd like to give you a little bit of history of 
that. In August of this year, which was the discovery 
closing date in this case, on the very last day of 
discovery, Defendants served upon the Plaintiffs a list 
of 40 new witnesses not seen before and 17 expert 
witnesses not seen before. In that discovery, the 
expert witness's answers were identical for each expert 
witnesses except for the forensic examiner. I think 
it's Dr. Speckin. And I believe he's a doctor, Mr. 
Speckin. But with regard to all of the standard of care 
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or damages experts, the description was very brief, very 
vague, and identical for each of the witnesses. 

In addition, with respect to the 40 fact 
witnesses that were listed for the first time, there was 
wasn't a single description of what they would be 
testifying to or the basis of their knowledge. 

In response to that last minute discovery, the 
Plaintiffs brought a motion. The motion was to exclude 
the testimony of these witnesses, both fact and expert, 
or, in the alternative, to compel further disclosure on 
these individuals. Your Honor denied the motion to 
exclude but ordered a motion to compel on discovery with 
regard to fact and expert witnesses. And in response to 
that -- in response to that order. Your Honor, the 
Defendants filed a new set of answers to 
interrogatories. And these are also attached to -- as 
the last item, I believe, in the packet of pleadings I 
gave to you this morning entitled "Defendant's 
Supplemental Answers and Second Set of Interrogatories. " 
And this would be their second supplemental answers, 

Your Honor. 

And on Page 8, No. 29, they specifically list 
And they affirmative state that 
the Defendants will not rely on the testimony by this 
individual. In their previous disclosure, Your Honor, 
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they had listed her with no additional information, and 
in our motion to exclude, which would have included this 
individual, and in our motion to compel, they responded 
by saying affirmatively that they would not rely on the 
testimony of this individual. 

Now, the Plaintiffs relied on that assertion, 
Your Honor, and continue to rely on that assertion in 
that they've prepared their case based on that reliance. 
In addition, Your Honor, yesterday in chambers Mr.- 
Patton, he'll be able to comment on this in more detail, 
represented that he or his colleague Mr. Watson have 
been in contact with or not only 

this last weekend but prior to this last weekend. This 
contact would come under the Plaintiffs' request for 
information of individuals who have information relative 
to this lawsuit. It would specifically come under 
Plaintiffs' request for supplementation, and the Court's 
order to compel further discoveries on these issues. 

In these discussions in chambers yesterday 
morning, Mr. Patton also indicated that he became aware 
that had made a statement, a transcribed or a 

recorded statement, and also had signed an affirmative 
declaration of some sort, whether it's affidavit form or 
just a notarized statement it's not clear. The fact of 
the of the matter is, Your Honor, that these statements 
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would specifically come under Plaintiffs' request, once 
again, for statements. 


They were made in the past. Presumably given to 
Mr. Villaume, who was Dr, Humenansky's personal 
attorney. And Mr. Villaume, as Dr. Humenansky's 
personal attorney, had knowledge, therefore, Dr. 
Humenansky had knowledge of this information and failed 
to disclose to the Plaintiffs. 

Now, it's unclear when these statements were 
made. It's unclear when these interviews were done, but 
it’s clear it was done some time prior to this last 
weekend, and probably quite some time ago. This 
information was known to the Defendants, whether it was 
known to Mr. Patton or not is irrelevant. Mr. Patton is 
not the Defendant in this lawsuit. Dr. Humenansky is. 
And the actions of her and her agents are imputed on 
her. And as such, to the extent Dr. Humenansky knew 
about this information, she knowingly withheld it from 
the Plaintiffs in direct contradiction from the 
discovery requests. This is a classic case of 
litigation by ambush, a classic case of surprise. It is 
Plaintiffs -- Plaintiffs' assertion that it's no 
coincidence. Your Honor, that this information -- this 
was provided to us two months after the trial began, and 
one day, exactly one day, after the Plaintiffs rested 
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their case. 

The fact of the matter is that Plaintiffs cannot 
prepare for this testimony. Even if they can in 
rebuttal, they've already lost the opportunity to 
present information in their case in chief, and thereby 
inoculate against this information. 

Now, I have ample case law on this issue, Your 
Honor, whether or not to allow witnesses in a trial is 
in the broad description of the Trial Court. Minnesota 
Supreme Court has held as such this Reinhardt . 
R-e-i-n-h-a-r-d-t, v. Colton . C-o-l-t-o-n, at 337 
Northwest 2nd 88. That's a Minnesota Supreme Court 
decision from 1983. And the Minnesota Supreme Court and 
the Court of Appeals has held on numerous occasions that 
it's discretionary in the Trial Court to exclude 
testimony for the failure to disclose to the part of the 
party. 

Cases that hold such as Dennie . D-e-n-n-i-e, vs. 
Metropolitan Medical Center . That's at 387 Northwest 
2nd 401. And that's a 1984 Minnesota Supreme Court 
case. 

Second case is Sandhoffer . S-a-n-d-h-o-f-f-e-r, 
v. Abbott Northwestern Hospital at 283 Northwest 2nd 
362. It's a Minnesota Supreme Court case from 1979. 

Uselman . U-s-e-l-m-a-n at 464 Northwest 2nd 130. 
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That, again, is a Minnesota Supreme Court case from 
1990. And also Fairview Hospital vs. St. Paul Fire 
Marine at 512 Northwest 2nd 41. That's a Minnesota 
Court of Appeals decision from 1994. 

And the Courts have further held, Your Honor, in 
the Dennie case, the Sandhoffer case, and the Uselman 
case that the delays inexcusable. And those are 
disadvantageous to the opposing party that can be taken 
into consideration in determining whether to allow 
testimony. 

Your Honor this is extremely disadvantageous -- 
disadvantageous to the Plaintiffs to amounting, Your 
Honor, to prejudice. 

And for each of those reasons. Your Honor, we 
ask that the Court to not allow the testimony of this 
witness and to preclude use of any statements and 


information, 


THE COURT: The mention of 


her name appears in the Defendant's supplemental 
answers to the Plaintiffs' second set of 
interrogatories- I think that's what you were -- you 


had just cited. 


MR. YETKA: Yes, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Did she appear earlier or 


later then that? 
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MR. YETKA: No. The first time she 
appeared. Your Honor, was in their first supplemental 
answers on the last day of discovery in August of this 
year on page -- well, it's unnumbered, but it's Item No. 

31. 


August? 


THE COURT: Okay. That was when, in 


MR. YETKA: Yes. I'll get you the exact 
date, Your Honor. That was August 14 of 1995. 

THE COURT: And then the supplemental 
answers were -- that you referred to are? 

MR. YETKA: Yeah. That was the first set 
of supplemental answers, Your Honor. And then the 
second set of supplemental answers, they're entitled 
identically, which may cause some confusion, but the 
second set of supplemental answers, which were in 
response to Plaintiffs motion to compel, was -- is 
signed and dated September 15, 1995; September 15, 1995, 
Your Honor. 

And in that case, that is the second 
supplemental answers where they specific -- where the 
Defendant affirmatively alleges that they will not rely 
on the testimony of this individual. 

It should be noted also, Your Honor, that in 
the, I believe in the deposition of , 
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name does arise, and so the Defendant was 
aware of this from the time that they took the 
deposition of . And, furthermore, in 

August, I think, the day before --a couple of days 
before the end of discovery when Defendant noted 41 
depositions, I believe, I brought up in the motion 
during the summer that was also noted as a 

potential deponent. The Defendant thereafter decided, 
for whatever reason, not to depose her, not to pursue 
that notice. 

But this is -- this is clearly a clear case 
where the Defendant was aware of this individual, 
affirmatively indicated to the Plaintiffs that they were 
not going to use her after a motion to compel, provided 
no information as to the knowledge of this individual to 
the Plaintiffs, clearly had knowledge of the -- of that 
information due to interviews chat Mr. Patton has 
testified --as indicated. And, for that reason, Your 
Honor, we bring the motion at this time to preclude this 
testimony. 

THE COURT: Okay. Who would like you to 

respond? 

MR. PATTON: Yes, please, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. Patton, would you put on 
the record the history as to how you obtained the most 
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recent information and the requests that were made to me 
concerning confidentiality of the witness and other 
related matters. I think that puts it in context. 

MR. PATTON: Yes, Your Honor. With the 
permission of the Court, Mr. Watson is here. And, as I 
said, with permission of the Court, I would like to have 
Mr. Watson also address that Mr. Watson did have direct 
dealings and he would be in a better position. 

THE COURT: That's fine. Go ahead. 

MR. PATTON: Thank you, very much. Philip 
Villaume contacted Mr. Watson at the end of October, Mr. 
Watson can give you the exact date of that, and 
indicated that Mr. Villaume had been contacted by an 
individual, whom we now understand to be known as 

Mr. Villaume indicated, and Mr. Watson can 
give you the details of this, that apparently 

had contacted Mr. Villaume unsolicited and had 
come forward indicating that she wanted to speak with 
Mr. Villaume; that is, did want to speak 

to Mr. Villaume. 

It's my understanding from speaking with Mr. 
Villaume and Mr. Watson and then Mr. Watson, and I then 
met with Mr. Villaume, that Mr. Villaume met with 

I believe at Mr. Villaume's offices, although 
I'm not sure of that particular location, shortly after 
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he was contacted by 

At that time it's my understanding Mr, Villaume 
interviewed her and took a recorded statement in the 
form. Your Honor, as I understand it, of using a 
Dictaphone type of transcribing device on a micro 
cassette. He also, I believe, took a two or three page 
handwritten statement from her. 

THE COURT: Now, "he", for the record? 

MR. PATTON: He being Mr. Villaume. I 

apologize. 

THE COURT: Yeah. And he is Dr. 
Humenansky's personal attorney? 

MR. PATTON: It's my understanding he is 
Dr. Humenansky's personal counsel. 

THE COURT: Yeah. Okay. 

MR, PATTON: Mr. Villaume, as I understand 
it, and as I recall, does not have a current appearance 
in this particular case, the one that we're here trying. 

Mr. Villaume then advised Mr. Watson that he, 

Mr. Villaume, wished to meet with Mr. Watson and myself, 
which we did. Mr. Villaume expressed to Mr, Watson and 
to me concerns for Mr. Villaume's personal safety. The 
exact basis of which, I don't know. Your Honor. And I 
can't represent to the Court. All I know is what he -- 
he, Mr. Villaume, indicated to me that as a result of 
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this meeting with , he, Mr. Villaume, was 

concerned about his safety. 

Mr. Watson and I listened to a portion of what 
purported to be a tape with , We had a 

chance to review, somewhat cursory I will admit, two or 
three page document. 

THE COURT: Maybe I missed it. When did 
this take place? 

MR. PATTON: This would have occurred 
right at the end of October, I think just before 
Halloween. And I don't remember if it was the 29th or 
30th, but right around that time frame, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Go ahead. 

MR. PATTON: Mr. Watson asked, as did I, 
Mr. Villuame to provide to us a copy, to first give us 
the originals. He would not. And he we asked for a 
copy of it, and he would not give it to us. It being a 
copy of the tape and a copy of the -- of the statement, 
whatever the statement is. I don't remember. I don't 
remember if it's two or three pages, Your Honor. 

Mr. Villaume then was contacted thereafter when 
he did not get to us a copy of the tape or the document. 
And he indicated, and I don't remember the exact date of 
this Your Honor, maybe Mr. Watson can address this 
issue, he and Mr. Villaume indicated that with respect 
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to the tape and the document, that he was -- he was 
going to speak, he, Mr. Villaume, was going to speak 
with his personal lawyer. 

There was then some contact. And I can't give 
the Court the exact nature of the contact. But last 
Saturday I called Mr. Villaume and indicated to Mr. 
Villaume that I wanted the tape. And he indicated to 
me, and I also indicated to Mr. Villaume I wanted the 
document itself. 

Obviously, I needed to verify what it was. And 
I didn't know what it was other than -- I mean, I was 
not in a position to indicate one-on-one that it was the 
exact tape or whatever transpired. 

Now, between the time that we had met with Mr. 
Villaume and last Saturday, Mr. Watson had spoken with 

, as had I, as had Ms. White. We had met 

with her. 

THE COURT: That was all prior to December 
1 then? That was last Friday? 

MR. PATTON: Yes. It was prior to 
December 1. did not indicate that she was 

willing to come forward or testify; and, in fact, 
expressed the severe concern for her physical safety. 

She then -- I then contacted Mr. Villaume on Saturday, 
called him in the afternoon, latter part of the 
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afternoon, called him at his house and said, "I want 
this tape. I want the -- I want the statement." He 
said to me, "I'm not going to give it to you." And I 
indicated to him I wanted it. He said, "I'm not gonna 
give it to you. And I've given it to my lawyer." And 
he then indicated that his lawyer -- I said, "Well, 
who’s your lawyer?" He indicated it was Mr. Kautzer. 

THE COURT: Okay. Didn't you tell me that 
he was concerned about his personal safety if he 
revealed the contents of this tape? 

MR. PATTON: Yes. Yes. 

THE COURT: Okay. 

MR. PATTON: He was concerned, yes. He 
did indicate that to me that he was concerned about his 
personal safety. I don't know the basis for that 
concern, I mean. I don't understand the logical basis 
for the concern; but that was what he has continuously 
expressed to me. And that's what, when I spoke with 
, the one time that I spoke with her in 
person, she indicated concerns for her personal safety. 

So, when I called Mr. Villaume, as I indicated, 
Mr. Villaume said he's not gonna give me the tape. I 
said, "Well, who's your lawyer?" Mr. Villaume indicated 
that -- he, Mr. Villaume, had turned over the tape and 
the document to his personal lawyer. He indicated was 
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Ed Kautzer. He gave me Ed Kautzer's telephone number. 

I then immediately called Mr. Kautzer's telephone 
number, which, I believe, is his voice mail or answering 
machine at his office. 

I left word on his answering machine if he would 
please get in contact with me. Mr. Kautzer then 
contacted me after 10:00 o'clock on Sunday night, which 
would be the 3rd of December, less than 12 hours before 
we appeared before Your Honor yesterday morning. 

Mr. Kautzer indicated to me that he, Mr. 

Kautzer, did represent Mr. Villaume, that he, Mr. 

Kautzer had in his possession these particular items? 
that is, the tape and the affidavit. And Mr. Kautzer 
indicated to me that he would not turn them over on 
behalf of Mr. Villaume without an order of the Court. 

Now, on Saturday evening, as I understand it, 
just last Saturday, which would have been the 2nd of 
December, Mr. Watson, I believe, had verbal conversation 
as opposed to face-to-face conversation with 

THE COURT: You mean verbal on the phone? 

MR. PATTON; Verbal on the phone as 
opposed to person face-to-face, Your Honor. And it was 
at that time, for the first time, that 
indicated, and Mr. Watson can speak to this because I 
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was not a party to this conversation, indicated that she 
was willing now to come forward and testify. But, 
apparently, she still expressed concern for her personal 
safety. And I'll let Mr. Watson address that issue. 

Hence, I then brought it to the attention of the 
Court first thing yesterday morning when we appeared 
here. Because based upon -- now we still don't have the 
statement. I still don't have the written statement or 
the taped statement. We had then found out that she, 

, was willing to come forward and testify 
under oath now with regard to 

THE COURT: You told me that she wanted to 
testify anonymously. I think what is your indication. 

MR. PATTON: Yeah. Words to the affect 
that Mr. Watson indicated to the Court that she wanted 
to testify using some type of a Jane Doe designation. 

THE COURT: Right. 

MR. PATTON: The exact details of which I 
don't know because I wasn't privy to this conversation. 
I'm sure Mr. Watson can address that issue. However, we 
wanted to put on notice to the Plaintiffs that we 
were -- it was now our intention that we're going to 
call her. 

When we answered the interrogatories. Your 
Honor, I didn't know where she was. I hadn't been able 
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to locate her. I had no idea what her name was other 
than . And that's why when we 

answered the second supplemental set of interrogatories, 
I didn't intend to call her. 

So, that's a little bit, and if that helps the 
Court from retrospect. Now, with permission of the 
Court, I would like Mr. Watson to maybe supplement some 
of my comments that he might have with regard to 
additional details with permission of the Court to- 
answer the question. 

THE COURT: Sure. Thank you. Mr, Watson? 

MR. WATSON: May I proceed, Your Honor? 

THE COURT: You may. 

MR. WATSON: Just so there's no mistake, 

Mr. Villaume was approached by without our 

knowledge. We did not know about the existence of 

or her willingness to testify until Mr. Villaume 
called me and told me in quotes "Everyone involved in 
this case is in danger. I am afraid for my life and for 
the life of my children. There's cult activity 
involved. This person came to me. I've taken her 
affidavit and her statement, and what is in the 
statement and on the tape is horrific. And she is 
telling me that cult activity still continues. And it's 
dangerous and we're all in danger." That was the phone 
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that I received from Phil Villaume. Mr, Patton and 
I went and listened to the statement. 

THE COURT: When did he tell you? 

MR. WATSON: He called me on October 30. 

We then went and listened to the statement, at which 
time we asked Mr. Villaume to give us the information 
because it was crucial evidence in this trial, and at 
which time he refused. And he told me that he was going 
to turn it over to his lawyer. And then he would talk 
to his lawyer about what to do. When I questioned him 
as to his reasoning, he felt that if he was ordered by 
the Court to produce the information rather than 
voluntary disclosing information, somehow he sought 
some, maybe false, but at least some sense of security 
in that. And, to this day, he has refused to turn over 
the evidence. 

Mr. Kautzer, his lawyer, is here in court today. 
He does have the information. With the Court's 
permission, I'd like Mr. Kautzer now to give the Court 
the evidence that we have seen so the Court can take a 
look and see that this is evidence that 

gave to Mr. Villaume. With the Court's permission, I'd 
like Mr. Kautzer to approach the bench. 

THE COURT: Well, that request is denied 
at this time. There's no motion to suppress her 
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testimony. The motion is on the grounds of failure to 
make discovery. If the motion is denied, I'll take a 
look at the material, but this is a procedural motion at 
this time. 

MR. WATSON: I understand, Your Honor. 

The reason was that that is critical evidence, and for 
some validity to our position I think when the Court 
sees the evidence, the Court will understand. After 
and to recap, Mr. Villaume will not give the evidence 
without the Court's order. His lawyer is here to give 
the evidence with the Court's order. Mrs. -- to -- with 
respect to concerns about testifying in this 

case, yes. She is frightened to testify in this case. 

She has two concerns, one, is being "vilified in the 
press". Those are her words for being associated with 
this case, and for testifying as to the contents of 
what -- what she's going to say. 

She -- the secondary reason for her concern is 
for her safety. She has requested that she be able to 
testify as a Jane Doe. I told her that I would raise 
that issue to the Court. She now has retained counsel 
in this matter. The gentleman's name is Jack Hennen. I 
spoke with him yesterday regarding her testimony. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Hennen could not be here this 
morning, but he committed to be here at 4:30 today to 
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approach the Court with her concerns about her 
testifying, and how the Court can -- and whether the 
Court will let her testify as a Jane Doe. Other than 
that, Your Honor, unless you have any questions for me. 

THE COURT: Yeah. I do. Yesterday I 
raised the issue of how the Jane Doe designation would 
protect her from physical harm. And there was no answer 
given. Have you given that some thought? 

MR. WATSON: Your Honor, I feel 
probably Mr. Hennen would be more appropriate person to 
address her concerns. But since they were raised to 
me 

THE COURT: It's a logic issue I think any 
reasonable person can approach. 

MR. WATSON: The short answer to your 
question is I don't think a Jane Doe designation is 
going to protect one of her two concerns because what -- 
what she is concerned of are -- is retribution from cult 
activity. That is her concern. I don't think a Jane 
Doe designation is going to satisfy that. What the Jane 
Doe designation will satisfy is her other concern, and 
that is being vilified in the press. And with a Jane 
Doe designation it would take a lot of work by someone 
to put together the innuendo to put together the face 
with the name in order to make an article. 
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She is, and has graduated successfully, from law 
school. And she intends to take the bar exam. And she 
is concerned that being associated with this case and 
giving the evidence and having her name and her face 
being smeared in the press with the testimony that she 
wants to give, which is very horrific, she's afraid that 
that's going to harm her and her reputation when she 
takes the bar and becomes a lawyer. The Jane Doe 
designation, I think, would satisfy that concern. . And I 
think that's the major concern that's keeping her back 
from testifying. 

THE COURT: Is there any reason why she 
did not come forward with this horrific information 
earlier? Assuming she has a legal background, she must 
have known of its importance. Was that issue addressed? 

MR. WATSON: That, Your Honor, was never 
expressed to me. I can tell you what she did express to 
me is that the reason she came forward is because a 
travesty of justice is occurring. And she would like to 
give -- to speak to that, but with the reservations that 
I've already expressed. But, other than that, I can't 
answer that question. 

THE COURT: Okay. Well, I'm sorry she 
feels a travesty of justice is occurring, but that's her 
view. Mr. Kautzer, Mr. Watson mentioned that you might 
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like to add something. Is there anything you would like 
to add? 

MR. KAUTZER; Your Honor, at this point 
there really isn't anything. I've listened to Mr. 
Patton's version of the facts. And, as I understand 
them from Mr. Villaume, it sounds like what I was told 
by my client with the exception that at least I did not 
know that there was a request by the Plaintiffs -- or by 
the Defendants, excuse me, for these documents until 

Saturday. But, be that as it may, I would just like to 

reiterate Mr. Villaume's concerns for his personal 
safety. He was so concerned about it that he notified 
the authorities shortly after this woman came into his 
office and gave this statement. And, as such, we're in 

a position that we are not trying to take sides. If the 

Plaintiffs want to make a request, or if the Defendant 
wants it or the Court wants it, we want to do what the 
Court instructs us to do. And that's basically it. I 
don't take a position one way or the other. 

THE COURT: Well, I don't want you to -- I 
don't want to inquire into privileged communication 
between you and your client, but it seems to me that 
some time ago Mr. Villaume was concerned about his 
personal safety before this arose, I believe. Now, 
maybe you can't reveal that. But if you can, is there 
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any knowledge you can help me with this cause he 
apparently has had this concern before October 30. And 
I don't know whether it's based on 

testimony or whether there's some other factors that 
have caused him to be concerned. 

MR. KAUTZER: Your Honor, to be honest 
with you, my only involvement in this matter has been 
very short from November 1. So, I can't address to the 
Court, even if I — I don't even have that information 
prior to November 1. All I know is that he did contact 
the authorities with respect to the statements made on 
this tape and threats of personal harm to those who are 
involved in this trial. 

THE COURT: Threats of harm? Did he say 
what they were? 

MR. KAUTZER: Yes, sir. 

THE COURT: Or were they sort of general? 

MR. KAUTZER: I believe it wasn't specific 
as to date and time or method. I believe it was a more 
of a general type of threat. 

THE COURT: Okay. Does he, too, take the 
position that a Court order will somehow protect him 
against personal harm? That if he's ordered to turn 
this over, that that will somehow protect him? 

MR. KAUTZER: Well, as such, Your Honor, 
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that's one thing is that he didn't want to appear. 

We're here as a, basically, a neutral third party. We 
don't want to say that we are going to take a position 
that the Plaintiff made a request or the Defendant made 
a request. We're -- I'll turn this over to whom the 
Court wants me to turn it over to. 

THE COURT: Okay. All right. Thank you, 
Mr. Kautzer. Any response by the Plaintiffs? 

MR. PATTON: Your Honor, may I continue my 
response to Mr. Yetka? 

THE COURT: I thought you were done. 

MR. PATTON: I am not. 

THE COURT: Go ahead. 

MR. PATTON: Thank you. Your Honor, I 
might point out also that during the course of this 
entire matter, when Mr. Watson spoke with 
it's my understanding, that has been 

undergoing, for a period of time, mental health 
treatment. And there were substantial concerns, as I 
understand it, from with regard to her 

ability; that is, from whether it was a benefit to her 
mental health that she -- that she come forward. 

And there, apparently, as I understand it, and 
my speaking with her, there were serious reservations 
even if she felt that she could, that she, from an 
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emotional standpoint, from a mental standpoint whether, 
that was in her particular best interest. 

And it was only, as I understand it from 
speaking with Mr. Watson, that she had apparently come 
to the conclusion as of Saturday evening, early Saturday 
evening with Mr. Watson, that she had resolved this 
issue and was prepared to come forward. 

Now, I should point out also that with regard to 
Mr. Yetka's showing of prejudice, the fact of the .matter 
is that we didn't know about it. And if we had known 
about her, you know, obviously, we would have, and if 
they were willing to come forward, we would have listed 
her. There was no sandbagging. There had no trial by 
ambush. And I might point out that this is a search for 
the truth. And in that search for the truth we have to 
look as to whether there was any prejudice. There's no 
prejudice. As we indicated yesterday, from Mr. Watson's 
discussions with she is willing to give a 

deposition. And in this particular case she would make 
herself available for deposition. 

Now, I have not spoken to her personal counsel. 

I know that Mr. -- I believe Mr. Watson has in fact 
spoke with personal counsel. But, certainly, if there 
was any -- if there was any prejudice, even by argument 
sake, that's going to be cured by the fact that they can 
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take her deposition. 


The other issue is that they had brought up her 
name, . Of course, we didn't know who she 

was until a short time ago; that is, her true identity. 
They brought her up during the course of their trial 
with regard to their proofs. 

So, with regard to the issue of prejudice, 
there's no showing of prejudice. And if there is any 
prejudice, it could certainly be cured by the deposition 
that she's agreed to give. 

I might also point out that during the course of 
this trial, well into the Plaintiffs' case, the 
Plaintiff indicated and provided notice to us that the 
Plaintiffs intended to call , although 

name did not appear on the witness 
list. In that regard, we did object. The Court found 
that the court was interested in seeking the truth, and 
more than hiding behind discovery or otherwise. And the 
fact of the matter is is that the Court denied our 
motion and allowed us to take her deposition, which, in 
fact, we did. And her deposition was recently completed 
during the course of the trial over a period of roughly 
a couple of weeks, done in two weeks. 

So, I would submit that this is really no 
different substantiativly than the situation with regard

to . And, certainly, it's no different 

because we know, from my deposition of 

the middle of this trial, that, in fact, Plaintiffs' 


counsel had met with 


and had interviewed 


her well before the start of this trial and had not 
disclosed that interview, even though she's not their 
client. So, that was never disclosed to us. 

So, I would -- 1 would submit that with regard 
to being consistent, in this circumstance, given the 
fact that she only came forward on Saturday and told 
Saturday night, this last Saturday night, two, three 
days ago, and told Mr. Watson that she was willing to 
testify, that -- that's the type of thing that -- that 
is not evidence that they were sandbagging. We didn't 
know until Saturday that she was going to testify in 
this particular case. We didn't have possession of the 
documents. We didn't have possession of the tape. 

THE COURT: Have you thought of 
subpoenaing her, and she's here -- 


time. 


MR. PATTON: We had. Your Honor at one 


THE COURT: She's -- I like my remarks to 


be on the record. If she's a law student, she certainly 
would have known what a subpoena was. 

MR. PATTON: Yes, Your Honor. I'm sorry. 
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I didn't mean to talk over the Court. I apologize. 

THE COURT: Go ahead. 

MR. PATTON: My point is, yes, we had 
thought about that; but the problem became, because of 
her own mental health; that is, that she had -- she had 
indicated to us -- 


problem? 


THE COURT: What is her mental health 


MR. PATTON: Well, apparently she's 
undergoing some type of treatment. And she has had a 
history of some significant mental health treatment. I 
have not interviewed her therapist. I don't know who 
her therapist is. But she, from an emotional 
standpoint, indicated that this was a very, very 
difficult issue for her to even talk about, and that she 
wasn't comfortable, from an emotional standpoint, from a 
mental health perspective, and was apparently only on 
Saturday that she came to grips with this. 

Now, with regard to the details of her mental 
health, I understand she may have had some significant 
problems over the past years. I believe she's in some 
type of treatment program right now. I don't know that 
for a fact, Your Honor. I don't have a foundation other 
than what she generally alluded to me. 

So, from the standpoint of, with regard to

subpoenaing her, you know, I wasn't sure. I -- I had 
seen the document Mr. Villaume had shown us very, very 
briefly. I had heard a portion of the tape or maybe all 
of it. I don't know because I didn't have possession of 
it. And, so, before we did anything, we wanted to make 
sure that we had done a due diligence to see whether or 
not what she was saying was in fact valid, what she was 
doing was in than fact valid, and, frankly, whether she 
was going to be cooperative with regard to anything. I 
mean, we weren't going to put her on the stand, a 
witness that frankly wasn't going to be cooperative. 

And we didn't know if she was telling the truth or not. 

And, so, that's why, when we first found out 
that she was willing to testify on Saturday, that's why 
we advised the Court yesterday morning. 

Now, with regard to the issue concerning the 
suppression that they are asking for, you know, there is 
no -- there is no justification for that type of 
suppression given the facts as we now know them to be. 

It certainly, as I said, it can certainly be cured, 
certainly the prejudice, the burden is on the moving 
party, in this case the Plaintiffs, to demonstrate 
that -- that they would have been prejudiced or that 
they are in fact prejudiced. And the fact of the matter 
is that we do have remedies and the remedies cure any 
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potential prejudice or the deposition, which she was 
apparently agreed to give. 

Now, we do have case law to cite with regard to 
that in, for example, on the Cornfeldt case with regard 
to that -- this judicial process is in an effort to seek 
the truth. That the preclusion or suppression of 
evidence is in fact a severe sanction. It should not be 
taken lightly. And we know that the Court would not do 
that. 

But this is not a case where we have sandbagged 
them. We have done a due diligence. And it was only on 
Saturday that she indicated, yes, she was confirming she 
would come forward, and now then we tried to get the 
documents from Mr. Villaume and he wouldn't. That's the 
fact of the matter. 

Now, Mr. Watson may wish to comment further with 
permission of the Court. Mr. Watson. 

MR. WATSON: Your Honor, I have no further 
comments except that we have authority, if the Court 
wishes to hear the case authority, for the proposition 
that this is a quest for the truth. There's authority 
for that. There's authority for the proposition. 

THE COURT: I'm familiar with those. You 
don't have to restate them. It's a discretionary matter 
with the Court. 
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MR. WATSON: I think, however, that they 
have not shown, and the burden truly is on them, to show 
prejudice without -- Phelps case says that. State v. 
Berg says that. But even if they could prove prejudice, 
there's plenty of authority that says a deposition 
remedies the prejudice. The Vanttercke case at 405 
Northwest 2nd 902 at 906 stands for that proposition. 

So, I think, from a legal standpoint, they have 
the burden of proving prejudice. They have not made a 
prima facia showing of prejudice. And even if they had, 
there's Minnesota authority that says a deposition would 
cure that. So, based on Minnesota authority, we request 
that the Court deny their motion. 

THE COURT: All right. Thank you. Mr. 

Yetka? 

MR. GLENNON: I -- perhaps I could. 

THE COURT: Or Mr. Glennon? 

MR. GLENNON: Thank you. That is rapidly 
becoming a circus. Although the burden is on us at this 
point because we're moving to suppress, in affect, the 
burden should be on them also to get passed the 
discovery obligations they have. 

Now, we have name mentioned in 

the deposition of many, many months ago. So, 

she was well known to the Defendants at that time as a 
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person who made these charges. She is further 
identified in the hospital records inferentially as that 
cousin who made certain remarks about cult activities, 
et cetera, to our client 

We have twice after the entry of Mr. Patton's 
law firm here, a reference to her maiden name or her 
first name, . clear identity as to who she is. 

There could have been a -- made an effort, for example, 
on our part as to present name, present known address, 
if any. For him to subject, Mr. Patton suggest, that we 
didn't do it because we didn't know how to find her 
doesn't answer the question at all as to why they made 
the affirmative, the affirmative statement, that they do 
not intend to rely on her testimony. 

And although they didn't see -- they did not see 
a written statement, or hear a transcript of her voice 
at that time, they did know, or should have known, 
certainly should have known, but they really didn't 
know, that she is that person referred to by 

in her deposition; and that she is that person 
referred to in the hospital records as the cousin who 
gave her, , information about quote "cult 

activities" and sexual abuse and so forth. So, she was 
well-identified. 

Following this affirmative statement to us, we 
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now know that five weeks ago, or four and a half weeks 
ago, whatever, still well within a month of our 
testimony, Mr. Patton hears the statement. And he can 
say now that he doesn't know whether it was part or 
whether it was all of it. And I have to assume that a 
person with intelligence would ask Mr. Villaume who 
is -- to hear somebody say he's neutral is, in the words 
of Dr. Ofshe, "a cruel joke". That he is a neutral in 
this case, please. To ask a few simple questions 'is 
that the whole statement, Phil? Yes. It is. No. It 
isn't. Could I hear this whole statement, Phil. And 
then to say, well, he's got the statement there then 
makes a cursory reading of it. As a responsible trial 
lawyer with this explosive testimony, make a cursory 
reading of it? 

So, at that point in late October, they are 
aware of a -- of the contents of the statement and they 
hear the transcripts. They're also aware of Mr. 

Villaume's, I'll try not to personalize it, in the words 
of Mr. Patton, but, let's say, his craziness about some 
danger to himself and his family, and that they're going 
to need the Court’s help. As the Court suggested, a 
subpoena would have taken care of it, a subpoena either 
of Mr. Villaume or whatever, so he would be here in 
court. And we would all have the statement and so 
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forth. The fact that they don't — but more than that 
it's some time prior to that that Mr. Villaume, Dr. 
Humenansky's personal attorney, and the Court will 
recall his activities, his one time co-counsel for 
Humenansky in the Hamanne case, and he was a subject of 
several court appearances, the Court will recall that 
summer, in Hamanne and some press comments about the 
evidence in this case that were published. That he, 
prior to October 30, quite some time ago, had this 
fortuitous telephone call from to him. How 

she would know that Mr. Villaume is Humenansky's 
attorney is another question. 

But, in any event, and no disclosures made to us 
by her attorney or by -- or by Dr. Humenansky. And 
knowledge to the — to the agent or what have you is 
knowledge to Dr. Humenansky. They have worn out their 
welcome as far as an abuse of discovery. We've been 
before this Court several times in both cases. And I 
suspect we'll be before you again in the other cases. 

With respect to trying to get the Defendants to 
act responsibly in terms of providing discovery 
information under the rules, I think that this whole 
charade that we saw yesterday and today indicates that 
the Court should reject the ability to put her on the 
stand. 
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Now, for me to take her deposition is not the 


answer. And I suspect, as I did with Ms. Davis 
assistant wouldn't either after last summer, that what 
we would have here then is the deposition so that the 
jury could not see this person. It bothers me that this 
person is going to take the Minnesota bar and actually 
be out amongst us practicing law. But, that aside, the 
fact is that the next thing we would hear is that her 
therapist doesn't want her to testify in public if’ we 
use her deposition because it would be upsetting to her 
and would hurt her, whatever. 

We would have presented an entirely -- I've been 
around too long, and I think I'm too good a trial 
lawyer, if we thought that she was really going to be a 
witness, we would have had more help from the 
family, from this person's brothers. She has a whole 
bunch of brothers and sisters, somebody, to show that 
that family too was not an active cult family. 

To try to put aside this preposterousness that 
is pervading this courtroom about the satanic cult 
activities and a threat on her life, my life, and 
everybody else's, is absurdity in the extreme. We would 
have prepared our case quite differently, and so 
attempted to destroy her as a credible witness in 
advance. Now it comes in as -- as part of their case as 
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though they were hiding something. And the damage, and 
again, I hate to use this terrible cliche that Mr. 

Patton used earlier, "unring the bell." But if there 
was ever a situation where we looked like we were hiding 
something, it's this. And there's no excuse for this. 
And they've had this information, even under the best of 
circumstances, Mr. Patton has been sitting on it for 
over a month. And the fact that they couldn't get a 
copy doesn't answer it because a subpoena and something 
before the Court would have solved that immediately. 

And I suggest that under all of these 
circumstances that we should prevail on our motion to 
suppress with all due respect to the Court. 

THE COURT: All right. Mr. Patton, 
anything else on this issue? 

MR. PATTON: Yes, Your Honor. There is no 
ill will for failure to disclose. A due diligence was 
done. She would not make her position known to us as to 
whether she would come forward, confirm as to what she 
would testify to, until Mr. Watson spoke with her on 
Saturday afternoon. I am sick and tired of these 
personal attacks directed to me. And I'm not going to 
respond to them. 

The fact of the matter is is that there is no 
personal effort by anybody on behalf of the Defendant to 
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hide anything. We came forward only after we had done a 
due diligence. The fact of the matter is is when we 
indicated we had no intention of relying on it, we 
didn't because we had no idea where she was. 

With regard to her contacting Mr. Villaume, I 
don't know how that contact occurred. It had nothing to 
do with what -- what we did or had any knowledge of. 

Mr. Villaume approached us. It was not a question of 
sandbagging or trial by ambush or anything else. And 
the fact of the matter is is that we're here for a 
search for the truth. 

And I would submit that with regard to the 

situation that the Court should in fact 
be consistent and allow us to add and call 

her as a witness and allow them to take the deposition, 
Your Honor. Thank you. 

THE COURT: All right. Mr. Kautzer, is 
your client, Mr. Villaume, indicated that I should look 
at that statement? Is that part of the defense in this 
case? 

MR. KAUTZER: Your Honor, our position is 
that if the Court wants to look at the statement, he 
certainly can. Whatever you order me to do, I will. 

MR. PATTON: May I respond, Your Honor.

The suspect is fully identified by Brookings, South 
Dakota Police Department as Michael Anthony Morrison, DOB 08/18/59, residing 
at 1350 4th Street SW, Apartment #2, Huron, South Dakota 57350. No phone. 

This Officer contacted Detective Mike Staltenberg of the Brookings 
South Dakota Police Department, 605-692-2113. He indicated that the 
commentary or letter written by Michael Morrison had originally been turned 
over to Daniel Mielke, the Courts Services Supervisor, and indicated Mr. 
Mielke would have more information than he did concerning Michael Morrison. 

I then contacted Daniel Mielke at his work number of 605-688-4208, 

He indicated that he is doing a presentence investigation by order of the 

court on Mr. Morrison. Morrison is awaiting sentencing on a no account check 

case and is currently out on bond. Sentencing set for Tuesday, the 16th of 

July, at 2:00 p.m*. He informed me that_Mr. Mielke does have a criminal 

history of sex crimes, originating from the Twin Cities metropolitan area. He 

further informed me that during 1989, Michael_ Morrison would have been 

attending school at St. Cloud State University, and apparently also working

there at the computer center. Morrison claims to have been followed and 
drugged, and is possibly a schizophrenic. Mr* Mielke indicates that Morrison

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does not appear to be mentally stable. He indicated at the time of my phone 
conversation with Hr. Mielke, Morrison's court appointed attorney, Joseph 
Bennett, 605-692-6163, was in the office with him. Mr. Bennett, representing 
Mr. Morrison, asked that I contact him at that number in approximately 20 
minutes in regards to any interviews. 

This Officer did subsequently contact Joseph Bennett, attorney, and 
explained the reason for wanting this interview. He indicated he would speak 
with Mr. Morrison concerning the possibility of being interviewed by Law 
Enforcement about this letter and would get back to me before the end of the 
week. 

In reviewing this letter, Mr. Morrison indicates that he had been 

employed with Medtronics in 1994 and had been fired because of 

discrimination. He indicates that he had been under some type of stealth 

investigation for 18 months and during that time had been followed and 

illegally drugged causing physical problems as well as mental problems.

On this same date, this Officer contacted St, Cloud State University 
Records and Registration. In that phone contact I learned that Mr. Morrison 
had attended school at St. Cloud State University from September 1982 through 
May of 1989, eventually cumulating in a bachelor of the arts degree in 
chemistry with a medical option, graduating on November 22, 1989. The 
addresses he had at the time he was in school were listed as 1605 SE 7th 
Street, #108, and 1619 Michigan Avenue SE, Apartment #308.

On Monday, September 9, 1996, at approximately 2:30 p.m,, Hennepin 
County Attorney law clerk Cari Schmidt advised me that she had received a 
telephone call from an individual who refused to identify himself hinting that he 
had information regarding the location of the remains of a dead child. 

Paraphrasing, the caller asked if a person had a legal duty to report the location 
of a dead child who is believed to have been kidnapped. Ms. Schmidt asked the 
caller to wait for a moment while she put him on hold, When she returned to the 
phone a short time later, the caller had hung-up. 

While discussing this call with Ms. Schmidt, the person called again. I spent the 
next four or five minutes talking with this individual on the telephone. During this 
conversation the individual again asked whether or not a person would have a 
duty to report the location of the remains of a dead child who was believed to 
have been kidnapped. I asked the caller if he was talking about the Jacob 
Wetterling child and he responded that he was. The caller would not identify 
himself, however, I noted that his voice was that of an elderly person, and that 
he seemed articulate and intelligent. The caller continued to press for information 
regarding the mandatory reporting issue, therefore I suggested that he call me 
back in ten minutes so that we could research the question. 

Approximately ten minutes later the individual called back and we talked for an 
additional ten minutes. A couple of minutes into the conversation I tape recorded 
the telephone call (see transcript). During this second telephone call, the 
anonymous caller said that he had a conversation with an individual who claimed 
to know the location of the Jacob Wetterling remains. He refused to go into the 
conversation in any detail, nor would he supply the individuals name. 

During the phone call the anonymous caller identified himself as Bob. The 
anonymous telephone call was traced to telephone number 546-2747 which lists 
to a Robert McAuliffe at 1855 Kilmer Lane North, Plymouth, Minnesota. In 
checking with NCIC Municipal Court records and the Plymouth Police 
Department, it was determined that there was no criminal record for an individual 
with the name Robert McAuliffe. Plymouth Police, however, identified Robert 
Michael McAuliffe D.O.B. 4/30/18 of the aforementioned address as a 
complainant regarding the burglary of his home and also four medical calls to that 
address. The medical calls had to do with a heart condition. There was no 
record in Hennepin County regarding any mental commitment proceedings 
regarding this individual.

Dear Missing Persons Department: 

We are currently updating our files on missing persons and we are in need of a full color photo and update 
(if available) of the above missing person. 

This fall we are establishing a new missing persons service throughout Canada and wc would like to 
include this missing person in our database. The new service will be a Canada-wide toll-free service for 
police, customs officials and others to obtain current information and a color picture of a missing person by 
means of a color fax-on-demand system. In other words, if a report on a missing person comes into a police 
department, the police officer can simply dial a toll-free number and immediately obtain a full color photo 
and information by means of a fax/modem and color monitor. 

The system will also be used to download color pictures and information on missing persons immediately 
when a person goes missing. If, for instance, a child was abducted from ST CLOUD, MN, your police 
department could have the picture scanned in (in full color) and then download the photo and information to 
our office. We could then produce a full color poster and download it to specific police departments and 
Canada Customs offices along our border. Our software would interrupt any usage of a computer with a 
fax/modem attached and the picture and information would come up on their screen. 

As the recent tragic case in Belgian showed, missing children can be easily taken across international 
borders. Two Belgian children in that case were sold for $1,800 to another pedophile group in 
Czechoslovakia. Border crossings between Canada and the United States are the most open in the world, so 
it could happen here, Canada Customs and United States Customs officials, as you are no doubt aware, 
have been able to recover many parentally abducted children in the last few years. The key to recovery , of 


course, is the time factor, and we hope to eliminate this problem. Pictures can be downloaded in minutes 
compared to days for mail or courier service. What is also important is the quality of the photo and 
standard fax machines cannot produce the quality needed. A color picture on a monitor can. 

The Canadian Police Association and the RCMP have taken part in a number of news conferences across 
Canada on this new missing persons service this last summer. A letter of endorsement from the executive 
director of the CPA is enclosed. The RCMP also list our organization as one they work with. (Please see 
enclosed copy of list). 

We thank you in advance for your assistance in this matter. If a color photo is not available, please advise 
and we can make efforts to contact the family to obtain a color photo

On 112096 at 0900 hours I met with Thoms at the Law Enforcement Center. I 
explained to Thoms some of the allegations against him and asked him if he 
kn£w where he was on 1022^89* Thoxus stated that he could not reineinbejr for 
sure since he has worked several jobs since then. Thoms stated that he did 
know someone in Nebraska, named Jim Parks, who he has done some work with 
but he has never worked in the St. Cloud area other than last summer when 
he worked for his cousin, Arnie Thoms, who works at Miller Automobile in 
St, Cloud. Reference to Thoms being a suspect in the recent abduction 
attempt in Crow Wing County, I do not feel that Thoms meets the description 
of the person and Thoms also stated that he was at the Victoria Mykkannan 
residence on 111296. It should also be noted that Thoms pickup is an older 
rusty, white pickup, and the van that is registered to him he just bought 
and registered in approximately July of 1996 from a Gary Goettker in the 
Brainerd area. 

Reference the allegations of Thoms abusing his children, he stated he has 
never abused his children and referencing the incident with Bob Stangel's 
daughter, he stated that occurred right around 1967. He also stated that 
it would have to be some close family member that knew about that incident 
but he did not know of anyone who would have made this report. Thoms 
stated that the only cousins that he knows of that live in the Brainerd 
area are a Marty Holmbeck, Jean Holbeck, Jim, Tom, Shawn & David Tscheu. 
Thoms stated that he would attempt to find out where he had been working in 
October of 1989 along with attempting to get me the telephone number for 
Jim Parks in Nebraska. It should also be noted that I looked Thoms up in 
the in house computer and on October 7, 1989 we had a domestic incident 
involving he and his sons and had another domestic incident involving Thoms 
and his parents. Those are the only two incidents around the time the 
abduction occurred. 

At the time of this report I have not contacted Jim Parks but will do so 
once I obtain his telephone number in Nebraska. I shall also contact the 
authorities in the area that Parks lives in to find out if they have a 
record on Jim Parks. It is my belief that Thoms is not a good suspect in 
this case, nor do I believe he was involved in the Wetterling abduction but 
if further follow up involving Parks should lead to any questions, followup 
reports shall be done. No further details at this time.

He said that around 1991 or 1992 he 
was in the Hill Farm Restaurant, which is in Sheboygan County at 1-43 
and CTH V. He said that he observed an Individual in the restaurant 
and after leaving the restaurant, he went to a gas station, which ie 
also located at 1-43 and CTH V in Sheboygan County, and observed a 
flyer type poster with a suspect’s picture on it in regards to the 
kidnapping of JACOB WETTERLING. He said that when he looked at the 
poster with the suspect's picture, this was the individual which he 
had observed at the Hill Farm Restaurant. He said he reported this 
information to the 800 number located on the flyer; this number is 
1-800-255-1301.

Today, he was in How-Dea's service (truck stop) in the Village of 
Belgium putting up another flyer in regards to the JACOB WETTERLING 
kidnapping when he observed an individual inside of the truck stop 
matching the description of the party on the flyer. 

He spoke with the individual, and he said the individual had a raspy 
voice, which is what is on the flyer in the description part of the 
suspect.

On 7-20-96, at approx 1:52 am, I was dispatched and arrived at 4916 E. Broadway, the 
Quality Inn, ref a child enticement. 

On arrival, I met Sgt Gonzalez in front of the hotel standing with a young w/m. Sgt 
Gonzalez explained to me that the young w/m had been sexually assaulted by an older 
man he had been staying with in the hotel. Sgt Gonzalez went on to state that the 
victim was 17 yr old Sgt Gonzalez briefly told me that hac 

told him that a man named William Church who is staying in the hotel room, #230, had 
fondled him while he had been asleep this evening. 

I asked the victim, to tell me what had happened and he stated that he 

was staying with a friend of his from church, named William Church. He stated that 
they had come up to Madison to go to the Wl Dells and that during the night William 
Church had offered him some marijuana which he smoked and also had given him 
some alcohol. He stated that he had given him Peach Schnapps. . told 

me that this made him fail asleep and when he woke up, William Church was fondling 
him. I asked where William Church was now and he stated, "I think he's 

back upstairs in our room. He was kinda following me around, but I told him that I 
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needed to make a phone call and I went out into the lobby.” At that time, 
looked back toward the hotel front door. I observed a w/m wearing a red shirt and blue 
jeans shorts exit the front of the hotel and looked at me and stated "that's 

Bill Church right there, coming out of the front of the hotel." 

I then asked Sgt Gonzalez if he could interview the victim , and I went over 

and introduced myself to William Church. Mr, Church asked me what was going on and 
I stated that we were investigating a complaint made by I asked William 

Church if he would be willing to speak with me about it and he stated "yes, he would”. I 
told him that he was not under arrest and that he did not have to talk to me if he didn't 
want to. He stated it was fine, and asked me what was wrong. I then asked Mr. 

Church if we could step off to the side of the hotel away from , to talk and he 
asked me if it would be okay if we went up to the hotel room so he could put his teeth 
in. He told me that he wears dentures and he finds it easier to speak with his teeth in. I 
said that would be fine. William Church and I then went up to room 230 at the Quality 
Inn where I watched him retrieve his false teeth and he then went to the sink in the 
bathroom and put his teeth in., 

It should be noted that as I walked into Church's room, #230, I smelled the 
overwhelming odor of deodorizing spray. The spray was so strong that it made me 
dizzy after I had been in the room for several minutes and I had to keep the door open 
to clear the room out. I again told Mr. Church that he was NOT under arrest and did not 
have to speak with me if he didn’t want to. He stated he didn't mind talking to me and 
wanted to know what was the matter. 

I observed that as I walked into room 230, in the hotel, that immediately to your right 
upon entering the door was a sink and a bathroom. There were two beds located on 
the north wall to your right as you walked further into the room and there was a table 
next to the window on the east wall. On the south wall was a mirror and dresser and 
two chairs sitting right in front of the TV set located on the dresser. William Church and 
I sat at these chairs and I began my interview with him at approx 1:55 am. 

I told Mr. Church that I had spoken briefly with out in front who was 

staying with him. I asked him if he could tell me what he and were doing in 

Madison and what they had been doing today. William Church told me that he and 

had left Cedar Rapids, IA early this morning which would have been the 
19th. He stated they left around 4 am and headed out to go spend the day at the Wl 
Dells. He stated that he and arrived in the Quality Inn Hotel in Madison at 

approx 8 pm. He stated that he and were hungry, so they ordered room service 

and ate. Church went on to state that fell asleep in his bed around 9 pm. 

Church told me that got up after a while and told him that he was going to use 
the phone and he followed him out. I asked Church why he had followed him out and 
he stated “you never know, you know, he just got away on me." I asked him what he 
meant by that and he stated “he didn’t want him to get into any trouble or be bothered 
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by anyone, so he followed him down to the lobby." I asked Church what happened 
then and he said “nothin". I then asked Churchjf there was anything else that he 
thought I needed to know that had happened here tonight and he stated “no. that was 
pretty much everything that had happened tonight." 

I then asked Church specifically whether or not he had given any 

marijuana or liquor and he stated “no, I didn’t." I then asked him how long he had 
known and he stated "he's a member of my church, I suppose I’ve known 

him for eight yrs or more.” 1 then asked William Church if he thought that 
would lie and make something up and state something like someone had given him 
some marijuana and alcohol if he hadn't really done so. Church didn’t answer my 
question. Church just looked away and down towards the floor. I then asked Church if 
he thought it is possible that could have snuck some liquor or marijuana 

from him and Church said “No, not marijuana.” I stated "would it be possible if he snuck 
some liquor from you?” and he stated “I suppose that’s possible, maybe." I then asked 
Church if had left his sight at any time this evening and he stated “no, he was in 
my sight all the time.’’ I then asked him how he thought it was possible he could have 
snuck some alcohol if he had seen him the whole time and Church stated “well, I went 
into the bathroom once and I suppose he could have taken some then." 

I then again William Church whether or not he thought had made up the incident 
and he said he didn't know. 

I then told Church that had told me while was sleeping that when he woke 

up that Church was fondling him. Church looked at me and stated “that’s not true, that 
didn't happen.” I then explained to Church that had told me earlier that Church 
had given him some liquor and marijuana and when he had fallen asleep he had told us 
that Church had come over and fondled him in his sleep. Church again looked at me 
and stated, “that was not true, that he didn't touch him." I then told Church that I would 
like to search his room, to make sure that he did not have any alcohol or marijuana in 
the room. When Church did not answer me, I then told Church again that I would like to 
search his room for any marijuana or drugs and he said “I don’t think I would feel 
comfortable with that.” I then asked Church if there was a reason he would not feel 
comfortable with that and he then stated "I wouldn't feel comfortable with you going 
through my personal things.” 

Church then looked at me for several minutes and then stated “That is an odd question 
to ask someone, isn’t it?" I then asked him what he meant. He stated "Isn’t that rather 
odd to ask someone to search their room?" I then stated, no, 1 ask people to search 
things all the time. Church stated that he thought that was a very odd request and I 
stated I thought it would be a good idea to check the room and see whether or not there 
was any alcohol or marijuana in the room, to help disprove the accusations that 
had made against him. Church then stated that I could not search his room, that he 
would not feel comfortable with that. I stated that was fine. 
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I then asked Church whether he had been drinking at ali tonight, and he said yes, he 
had had some Schnapps earlier. I asked him if the bottle was still in the room and he 
stated no, it was not in the room, he threw it away. I asked him where he’d thrown it 
away and he stated downstairs in the lobby. I then told Church I thought it was strange 
that he had gone downstairs in the middle of the night to throw away a bottle of 
Peppermint Schnapps and he stated, “Well, when I followed downstairs to make 
his phone call, I threw it away in the lobby.” I told him there were several trash cans in 
the room and asked him why he did not throw it away in the room and he did not 
answer. I also observed when 1 looked down into the garbage can next to the television 
set on the south wall, I noticed there were a lot of cigarette butts and ashes in the trash 
can and I asked him why he had dumped out all of his ashtrays and he stated he 
dumps them out as he uses them. 

I told Church that I walked into the room, the air freshener was extremely strong in the 
room and I noticed he had dumped out his ashtrays and I asked him why he had done 
that and he stated “Well, I smoke a lot and there was a lot of smoke in the room. ' 1 

It should be noted that when I spoke to the victim . in front of the hotel, as 

he stood close to me I could smell the odor of marijuana smoke on his person. I then 
told William Church that when I had been speaking with out in front of the hotel, I 
could smell the odor of marijuana smoke on him and I asked Church if he knew where 
could have gotten any marijuana. Church did not answer me. I then 
asked Church if thought there was anything else I needed to know, or anything that had 
gone on in the room that I needed to know about and he stated no. Church then stated 
that he just took up here so they could go to the "Dells"; they had spent the day 
in the "Dells" and were going to spend the night tonight and maybe go back the next 
day and he had rented the room for two nights. Church then went on to say that he just 
knew from his church group and he had been coming to the "Dells" and asked 
him if he wanted to come along and he was not really sure why was now telling 

us the “stuff that he was. 

1 then radioed Sgt. Gonzalez on “ta!k-around” and asked him whether, after he 
interviewed the victim, if he thought there was enough for probable cause to 

arrest Church and he stated yes, there was. I then asked Church if there was anything 
else he wanted to tell me about the incident, or if he thought there was anything I 
needed to know and he stated, “no, there isn’t." 

I then told William Church he was under arrest and asked him to please stand up from 
the chair and place his hands behind his back, which he did. I then handcuffed him, 
checked the handcuffs for tightness and double-locked the handcuffs. I then searched 
Church and when I reached into his left rear pocket I pulled out a small baggie, 
approximately three inches by three inches, which contained a green leafy substance, 
suspected to be marijuana. As I pulled the bag out of Church’s pocket, he swiveled 
around to look at me and stated “Well, I guess I didn’t tell ya everything, and that’s why 
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I didn't want ya to search my room, so you can go ahead and search it now.” Church 
was placed in custody at approximately 2:15 AM. At approximately 2:16 AM, I read 
him his rights from my department-issued Miranda card. As I read Church the back of 
my Miranda cards, I asked him if he understood each of his rights and he stated yes, he 
did. I then stated, “Realizing that you have these rights, are you now willing to answer 
questions or make a statement?" and Church told me he would not feel comfortable 
right now making any more statements. I then stated that was fine. I then asked 
Church to have a seat in the hotel room, while I waited for my back-up officer, Mike 
McEvoy, to arrive. It should be noted I placed Church’s wallet, the suspected marijuana 
and fifty cents from his pocket on the top of the television set. Church told me he 
needed a drink of water and asked me if he could go over to the sink and get a drink of 
water. I stated yes, that would be fine. I went over and ran him some water in the sink 
and he reached down with his mouth and drank some water from the faucet. Church 
then walked back over to the television set on the south side of the room, while he was 
talking to me, He reached around behind him and grabbed the package of suspected 
marijuana off the television set. I told Church I was going to get the marijuana back 
from him. I walked over. He had it clenched tightly in his right hand. I grabbed his left 
hand and pulled it out, away from him and he opened and relaxed his grip with his right 
hand and I retrieved the bag of marijuana. I then told Church to sit back down in the 
chair and not give me any more trouble until Officer McEvoy arrived, or I would have to 
take him down to my squad car in a compliance hold. He then said he was sorry and 
sat down in the chair. Church then stated that he was just scared and he did not know 
what to do. I then told him to calm down, breath deep and just relax and that all we 
were doing was waiting for Officer McEvoy to arrive and we would be leaving shortly. 
Church then asked me what he was being charged with and I told him: furnishing 
alcohol to a minor; furnishing marijuana to a minor and possibly child enticement 
Church then looked at me and stated “Well, I can see the first two. But, no way can I 
see the last one." 

Officer McEvoy arrived at approximately 2:30 AM. At that time, 1 left Church in the room 
with Officer McEvoy and went down to the hotel lobby. There I met with the night 
manager, who took me around and showed me all of the trash cans located in the lobby 
area, as well as the basement section of the hotel. I asked him when was the last time 
the trash had been dumped from the hotel and he stated probably early this morning 
{meaning, early on the 19th). I then physically removed all of the trash receptacles from 
all of the trash cans located in the lobby area and around the first floor area and the 
basement area and did not find any liquor bottles or Schnapps. I then went out to the 
front of the hotel, asked Sgt. Gonzalez how the victim was doing and he stated he 
thought he was okay. I then went over to Sgt. Gonzalez’s car and asked the victim 
whether or not he thought anything else had happened - other than him being fondled - 
and he stated that he was quite certain that all the man had done was fondle him. After 
speaking with Sgt. Gonzalez and the victim, I then went back up to room 

230 to speak to Church. I told Church we were going to be going to the Dane County 
Jail and I asked him whether or not the consent search he had given me earlier when I 
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arrested him was still valid and he stated “Yeah. Go ahead and search my room." 

I then started walking over to the west side of the room, because the victim stated that 
Church had been sleeping on the west side of the room and I walked over toward the 
luggage there and Church then stated "That’s my stuff over there" - motioning to two 
small bags laying next to the bed. I picked-up a bag, blue locker type bag from the 
floor, and set it on the bed. I reached in the outside pocket and found some papers on 
the bottom; however, when I pulled my hand out of the bag, there was a Polaroid 
photograph stuck to my hand and the photograph fell out on the bed. The colored 
Polaroid photograph was fuzzy around the edges; however, I could clearly see the 
outline of a male penis. I then looked up at Church and Church stated, “That’s me. I 
took that picture.” I then casually moved the picture off to the side and continued 
searching the bag. On the outside pocket of the blue locker bag, I found a moist 
washcloth, white in color. On the outside pocket I found three rolled latex condoms and 
a jar of Vaseline petroleum jelly. 

I then told Church that I could finish searching his possessions here and leave them 
here in the hotel. However, due to the fact that he was being arrested for a felony, I 
asked him if he would like me to take his possessions in and anything I did not want to 
take for evidence I could hold and he could get from the police department once he got 
out of jail. He stated that he did want me to take all of his possessions into my custody 
and he would try to get his items back when he got out of jail. I stated that was fine, i 
then placed everything back inside the two bags, took the two bags as evidence and 
Officer McEvoy and I then escorted Church out to my squad car, where he was placed 
in the back seat. I then placed his two bags in the rear of my squad car. 1 then called 
dispatch and informed them that Officer McEvoy and I were en route with Church in 
custody at approximately 03; 19 AM. Sgt. Gonzalez stayed behind with the victim, 
so could retrieve his belongings from the hotel, Sgt. Gonzales 
also contacted parents back in Cedar Rapids and they advised they 

would be en route and they thought they would be in town around six-thirty or seven 
o'clock. 

Sgt. Gonzalez also called a special investigator for me and asked them to come down 
to photograph the room. Investigator Steve Ellis was dispatched and took photographs 
of the entire room. Officer McEvoy and I then transported Church to the City-County 
Building, where he was placed in holding cell number "B". I then took Church’s bags to 
interview room GR-64 and finished searching them there. All evidence was placed 
under EVIDENCE PROPERTY ROOM TAGS. PROPERTY TAG #: P028914. I 
placed a baggie containing a green leafy substance, suspected marijuana, which was 
item number one and item number two on this property tag was a white powder found 
in the blue locker-type bag in a film canister. This evidence was placed in LOCKER 
# 12 . 


On PROPERTY TAG #: P028915 . I placed item number one, forty dollars in two dollar 
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denominations, US currency. Item number two was fifty cents, which was in two 
quarter denominations and one roll of quarters, worth approximately ten dollars. This 
was placed in LOCKER #40. 

Under evidence PROPERTY TAG #: P028914 I placed a small stainless steel 
Leatherman tool, which had the strong odor of marijuana on the tip and I could also see 
the tip had been burned from a lighter or a match. I also placed a marijuana pipe, 
which was the shape of a cigarette (it was metal and painted white and on the tip it was 
painted a brownish color to resemble a filter). This was found in the blue locker bag 
belonging to William Church. It was found in the bottom in a black plastic credit card 
holder. 

All the other evidence from the two bags collected from William Church were entered 
under PROPERTY TAG NUMBER: P028917. LOCKER #241. The moist items were 
placed in there for air drying. PLEASE SEE SEPARATE DETAILED LIST FOR ITEMS. 

A short time later, Sgt. Gonzalez arrived at the police department with the victim. I then 
took the victim, back to the interview room, GR-64. I told him I was 

going to go over the story with him one more time, to make sure I had everything 
correctly. He stated he understood. I asked him if he was okay and he stated, yes. I 
again asked him if he was sure Church had only fondled him and he stated he was 
quite certain that he had only been fondled and he did not think there had been any 
other sexual contact. 

then told me he and Church had left Cedar F 
o'clock a.m. on 07/19/96. They had reservations for the h 
earlier in Madison. He said he and Church arrived in Mad 
AM. They left Madison at about two o'clock. They had st< 
shopping, going north to the Wisconsin Dells (the "Delis"), 

He stated that while they were in the "Dells”, they ate at a 
him what he had eaten and he stated that he did not eat ir 
ate in the restaurant. He said while they were doing this, ( 
not he had ever tried marijuana and lad told him it 

months since last smoked “bud" (referring to marijuana), 
happened, they had been looking at a marijuana t-shirt, wl 
marijuana depicted on the back of it and that he and Chun 
different marijuana plants and stating which ones they had 
back to Madison about 6:30 PM and that they had plannee 
stated he started to watch National Lampoon's “Vacation" on cable and decided not to 
go swimming for a while. He stated as he was watching the movie, Church pulled out a 
“joint" - he wasn't sure where he got it from - and lit it up. stated he saw Church 

"take a drag" off the marijuana cigarette and then handed it to He stated "I took 

one ‘hit’ off it and then gave it back to Church, who took a 'hit' off it and then Church 
gave it back to me again and I took another ‘hit’ off of it." He stated that they passed it 
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back and forth, but after had taken the second puff off the marijuana cigarette, he 
stated that he “faked" the rest because it was very strong and he could already feel the 
effects of the marijuana. 

stated that Church smoked the marijuana cigarette all the way down to the tip 
and used a small "pliers-type” took as a 'roach clip’ to finish the end of the marijuana 
cigarette. stated that after they finished smoking the marijuana cigarette, Church 

asked him if he wanted to go swimming. stated, "No, I’m very paranoid when I 

smoke marijuana, so I don’t want to get busted." He then told him he was very hungry 
and they then ordered food. Church again asked him if he wanted to go down and go 
swimming and stated that he did not feel very well. then went on to state 

that Church gave him a bottle of Peach Schnapps. He stated that he mixed him up a 
drink and put ice in it and said it would make him feel better. said after he took a 

sip of it, he laid down and listened to his “CD" player for a while, while Church sat and 
smoked cigarettes. said he was still very hungry, so he ordered a second order 

of food from room service. He stated the second order was the same as the first, which 
was grilled chicken breasts and french fries. He stated that after he started to eat the 
second dish, he started to get very tired. He stated he felt something was very odd - he 
had a bad feeling about Church - and he felt that something sexual might happen, so 
he went into the bathroom, because he had his swim trunks on, and changed and put 
his shorts back on. stated he was wearing his underwear, his shorts and 

a t-shirt and he had gone back out in his shorts, because he was afraid Church might 
"try something." I asked him what he meant by that and stated that Church 

made him “feel funny.” It was “the way he was looking” at him and he had a "gut” 
feeling something sexually related was wrong. I asked him if he could tell me further 
and he stated “I can’t really put my finger on it. He just looks kind of gay and we were 
talking about a couple of groups that were gay and Church just continued talking a long 
time, earlier, about gay issues and groups and I started to be afraid maybe he was gay 
and going to try something on me." I then asked if Church had said anything 
specifically with a sexual connotation to it and he stated that no, he had not. 
again stated it was just a feeling that he had and he stated that when he was getting 
tired in his bed, he closed his eyes and prayed that the Lord would look over him while 
he was sleeping. 

I asked why he decided to come to the Dells with Church and he stated that two 

weeks ago, he had been at church and William Church was talking about going to the 
Dells and asked him if he would like to come along, I asked whether or not at 

that time he thought Church had been a homosexual and propositioning him and he 
stated no, “because I’ve seen Church with a girlfriend." then went on to state 

that "Church dated an ugly air-headed little blonde woman." He then went on to state 
that he saw William Church kissing this woman and he did not think he was 
homosexual and did not think anything of it - other than he was going to the Dells and 
he had checked with his mother and his mother said it had been fine. said he 

just went to sleep listening to his CD player I asked him how he had been sleeping. 
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He stated, “I was lying on my left side, facing towards the door." (Which would have 
been toward the east side of the hotel.) .He.said "I had my CD player leaning against 
me when I fell asleep." He stated that it was "kind of parallel" to his body because it 
plays better Mains stated he fell asleep around 8:30 or 9:00 PM. He stated that he 
started to wake up around what he thought was maybe twelve or twelve-thirty and 

said as he woke up, he felt there was a weight on the bed and then he realized 
that someone was standing over him. He said he moved his eyes a little bit, because 
he was frightened, and he saw that Church had his arm under the cover and then he 
felt that his hand was on his penis. stated that he then moved his leg and made 

a noise - as if he was clearing his voice - because he sated as he was lying down on 
his back, his legs were kind of spread open and he rolled over on his side (which was 
on the left side) and closed his legs. stated he then felt Church get up off the 

bed and go over and sit on his bed and he heard a "crinkling’’ sound like a wrapper and 
he stated he thought maybe it was a condom wrapper. stated that Church began 

to play with the remote control on the TV. He stated that a short time later, maybe 
approximately five or ten minutes later, he felt Church come back over to his bed. At 
that time, he saw Church’s right arm reaching over his waist level and put his hand 
down toward groin area. stated that he made another noise like was 

clearing his throat out and he “kind of rolled back over" to face the west wall and he saw 
Church get up and run around both the beds and sit at the table by the window and 
pretend like he was reading a brochure. then stated he woke up and looked at 

Church and asked "Hey, how’s it going? I'm gonna go call my girlfriend." He stated 
that he needed some change, because he did not have any change, and he asked 
Church if he could have some and Church gave him some change. He stated that 
while he was waiting for Church to give him some change, he realized there was an 
extra towel on his bed and also an extra pillow. He was certain the towel and the pillow 
had not been on his bed when he fell asleep. 

said he then left the room and went down to the lobby and called his youth 
pastor. He stated his youth pastor did not answer and he had a hard time getting 
through. He called back and forth and ended up getting an answering machine and 
tried a couple other numbers he had for “call” numbers to the pastor, but none of them 
worked. He stated that he went back and got some more money from Church at about 
midnight and Church asked him "What are you doing now?" He stated, "Well, now I’m 
gonna call my mom." then went back down to the lobby and called the pastor’s 

wife and told her what had happened. He stated that the pastor’s wife had answered 
the phone because the pastor was out of town and he ID’D her as Sharon Stevens 
(ph), telephone: (319) 396-1082. told me that he told Stevens what had 

happened and Stevens told him not to back in the room, but to go and get help, or she 
thought it might be like he was inviting him to have sex with him or maybe rape him, 

stated that while he was talking to the pastor's wife, Sharon Stevens, he noticed 
that Church was hanging around in the lobby over by him and kept walking over by him 
and would look around the corner to see what he was doing. said that Church 

said “I’m gonna go look at the pool." At that time, said Church walked over 
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toward the pool and saw Sgt. Gonzalez walking through the hotel because we 
had been on a call earlier at the hotel and he went over and contacted Sgt. Gonzalez 
and told him what had happened. 

told me he did not give Church consent to fondle or touch him in any way. 
told him that this behavior scared and bothered him and he also stated that he thought 
it was strange, because he usually does not get drowsy when he smokes marijuana, 
because he stated he has smoked it several times in the past. He said usually he gets 
very “hyper" and this time, he had gone to sleep almost immediately after he smoked 
the marijuana. I asked him how much of the drink he had drunk and he stated “I only 
had a small sip of the drink." I asked him if he had seen Church mix his drink, and he 
stated no, he went over by the bathroom and "he was running water while he was 
mixing my drink and I thought it was strange while he was putting ice in it he was 
running water at the sink, like he was trying to cover up the noise of him putting 
something in my drink or something." 

I then asked how he had come to know Church and he stated he had known him 
since approximately January of this year, but his parents had known him longer and 
they had both been coin collectors and such and had a common interest and got to 
talking about coins and other things and that's how they’d gotten to know each other. 

also told me that he is usually a very heavy sleeper and this did not help things 
I told that what had happened was not his fault. I told him that his parents were 

en route to come and get him. At that time, I took up to JRC, where he was 
cared for until his father arrived from Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

Church was taken to the Dane County Jail by Officer Mike McEvoy and lodged, 
Detective Morgan was called in by Sgt. Gonzalez and briefed and took over the 
investigation. PLEASE SEE DETECTIVE MORGAN’S CASE REPORT. 

It should also be noted that the suspected marijuana I had taken from William Church’s 
back pocket was tested by Officer Chris Brown of the Madison Police Department at 
approximately 9:00 AM. As I stood by. Officer Chris Brown informed me that the test 
had resulted in a "positive” for the presence of THC. The marijuana was then placed 
into evidence. 

It should also be noted that the money was photocopied and placed in the money 
locker in the property room.

On Saturday, 7-20-96, at 6 am, I received a phone call from Sgt. Gonzalez, who advised 
that Officer Daniel Davidson was conducting a sexual assault investigation and would like 
my assistance. Sgt. Gonzalez briefed me on some of the facts and then I spoke with 
Officer Davidson, who gave me the remaining details. I requested that Officer Davidson 
re-contact the victim, who was in the Juvenile Reception Center waiting for 

his parents, to have held in the police department until I got there so that we could 

conduct a sexual assault examination. I also asked that they locate the suspect's veh, 
which was apparently parked in the parking of the Quality Inn, and secure the veh and 
have it towed into the basement and sealed. 


I arrived at the station at approximately 7 am on Saturday, 7-20-96, and met with Officer 
Davidson. Shortly after my arrival, t arrived from

I briefly spoke with and informed him of the 

situation and advised him that we would like to take his son, to the hospital for a 

medical exam, along with a forensic exam, to collect any evidence to assist us in this 
investigation. advised us that that would be fine and agreed to sign all 

necessary consent forms, t asked to stand by and we 

would get them when we were ready to go to the hospital for the exam. 

At 7:45 am, I spoke by phone with Colleen O’Brien (ph) of the Sexual Assault Nurse 
Examiner’s program, briefed her and asked her to assist us with this investigation. She 
informed me that Jill Fisher was the S.A.N.E. nurse on call and directed me to call Meriter 
ER to have them page Jill. I phoned Meriter ER at 267-6206 at approximately 8:00 am and 
who spoke with the Unit Clerk who advised that they would contact Fisher and have her 
meet us at the hospital. 

Shortly after 8 am, I spoke by phone with Officer Chris Brown, who was at the Quality Inn 
on E. Broadway collecting the original documents signed by William Church at the time of 
his check-in. Officer Brown was doing this at my request. He was also there to locate 
Church’s veh and seize that for me. Officer Brown informed me that the management at 
the Quality Inn was not willing to turn over the original documents for our investigation. 

At 8:15 am, I spoke by phone with William H. Engelke, the manager for the Quality Inn, 
m/w, 12-22-55. He informed me that he could not turn over the documents, advising that 
the accountant needed them to balance their books. I explained to Engelke that the 
documents were evidence in a felony sexual assault investigation involving a child victim 
and he ultimately agreed to turn over the original documents. He did want to make sure 
that we returned the documents once the investigation was completed. 

At approximately 8:45 am on 7-20-96, Officer Collins, d 

and I arrived at Meriter Hospital. , Officer Collins and I 

responded to the family room while waited in the lobby. While the four of 

us were in the family room waiting to meet with Jill Fisher, I had an opportunity to ask both 

■ some questions about the investigation. informed me that 

he will be the fall of '96 and he'll be attending 

He told me that he had never been to Madison before and that he had 
the consent of his parents to take the trip from Cedar Rapids to Madison with Bill (Wiliam) 
Church. advised me that he and his family have known William Church for 

years, advising that Church is again a member of the the 

church that they attend. 

I asked when he and Wiliam Church had planned to leave Madison and return to 

Cedar Rapids. nformed me that they’d planned to leave Madison on Sunday to 

return home to Cedar Rapids. I asked him how long the drive was from Madison to Cedar 
Rapids and he said he thought it was approximately 3Yz to 4 hours. I asked how 
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long he had known William Church. He said he had been aware of him for quite awhile, 
but he really hadn’t started spending time with Church until January of this year. He said 
between Jan of ‘96 and the trip to Madison this weekend, they had gone out to dinner a 
few times, just the two of them alone. I asked if anything unusual ever happened 

while he and William had spent time together in the past. He told me absolutely not. He 
said that he considered William a friend up until this incident and they had a lot in common 
- coin collecting and talking about religious matters. He stated, "Friday night was the first 
night anything unusual as ever happened.” I asked if he was aware that William 

had ever taken any other young men or women on trips alone or out to dinner. He told me 
that William had told him that on occasion, William had taken cousins or a nephew on a 
few trips, but stated, "Bill said it was kind of a drag taking his family's kids on trips 

because they were so young and they acted like kids." I asked if he had heard any 

rumors or information about William Church taking other kids on trips and having any 
problems. He said he had never heard anything like that about Bill. 

I asked how he and William Church became friends and he stated, "Well, like ! 

said, we’ve known him for a longtime, maybe 8 years, but we didn't become friends until 
January. We would sit by each other in church and then found out we liked coins and stuff 
and then sometime in June, we started planning this trip to go to the Dell’s." I asked 
what if anything he knew about William Church’s family. informed me that 

Church is not married, does not have any children, but that he believes that Church has 
a girlfriend who has children. I asked if he knew how old Church was. He told me 

that he thought he was 32 or 36. He further stated, “His girlfriend has this like weird blond 
hair, like California blond, you know, shiny and stuff, and I've seen him with her before. 
I’ve seen him kiss her and stuff. This is really weird what he did. On Friday, when we were 
in the Dells, he was asking me about different musicians and started talking about what 
musicians were gay and stuff. He kept sort of bringing up the gay issue and I just sort of 
ignored it because I don’t think he’s gay. Like I said, he has a girlfriend and I've seen him 
kiss her and stuff.” I asked if he knew how old Church’s girlfriend was. He said he 

didn’t know for sure, but thought she was about the same age as Church. I asked if he 
knew how hold Church’s girlfriend’s children were. He said he did not, advising me that 
he’d never seen her children. I asked him if he knew Church’s girlfriend’s name; he said 
that he thought it was Debbie. I asked if he was aware whether or not Church 

knew anyone in Madison; he stated, "Bill doesn’t know anyone here. When we were at the 
amusement park in the Dells, I saw him talking to some people, but I don’t really know who 
they were. Maybe that’s where he got the marijuana that he gave me last night.” I asked 
if Church smoked marijuana with him last night in the hotel here in Madison. He 
stated, “Yeah, he did, and l think he smoked more when I went out to make a phone call 
because when I came back, the room really, really stunk like marijuana. That’s when I 
went out to call my youth pastor.” 

At approximately 9:10 am on 7-20-96, Sexual Assault Nurse Examiner Jill Fisher arrived 
in the ER. I spent approximately 10 minutes briefing her on the investigation up to this 
point and at 9:20 am, I introduced her to . She joined us in the family 
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room and then started the sexual assault exam by taking a medical history on 

was in the room during the initial part of the examination when we 
were obtaining the medical history, but once that was done, he left. Nurse Fisher needed 
the name of the family physician so that the results of the medical exam could be 
forwarded to him or her and any follow-up necessary could be taken care of. 
informed us that he would have to call his wife to get the information. He eventually did 
get the info and I forwarded that to Nurse Fisher. 

Officer Collins was present with Nurse Fisher and during the sexual assault 

examination. See his supplemental reports along with all the medical documentation 
available once the sexual examination was completed. 

At 10:30 am on 7-20-96,1 spoke with at an office in the Meriter ER. I asked 

him to tell me how it was that was in Madison on a trip with William Church. He 

stated, “Well, I don’t know if you know this, but grandmother died right around 

Mother’s Day. She and were really close, and after she died, things got really hard 

for him, and Bill Church was giving some extra attention and that seemed to help 

out a little bit, so we thought that Bill would be a good role model or somebody to help 
get through this. Anyway, on Monday night last week, he came over to the house 
to get permission from me and my wife, to take to the Dells, saying it would

I mean, he’s in our adult Sunday school classes, we see 
him, we talk to him, if I had any indication that Bill was off on the deep end like this, I never 
would have let this happen. I mean, he's been a good friend to and our family. 

He's been taking out after church for the past few weeks for dinner, just to have a 

chance for to have somebody outside of the family to talk to." I asked if 

seemed to be looking forward to this trip to the Madison area with Bill. He stated, 
“Well, been having school problems and stuff, too, and he seemed to be doing 

better when he and Bill started becoming friends. I thought Bill would be a good influence. 

I thought Bill could be an inspiration to I guess was looking forward to the 

trip, but I tell you, this has really hit us hard. I want you to know that I've got vengeance 
in my heart, it’s not like I want to go out and blow his brains out, but 1 tell you. Bill needs 
prayer and help.

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At 10:35 am on 7-20-96,1 spoke privately with in an office in the Meriter 

ER. I asked him if he could tell me what he knew about William Church. He informed me 
that he is the administrative worker for the church that he does preaching on occasion and 
another thing that he does is provide counseling to church members. He told me that he’s 
known Wiliam Church for five years and that he met Wiliam through the church and that 
as a member of the church, he & Wiliam have talked off and Wiliam has opened up to him 
about different things in his life. I asked if this incident involving Wiliam surprised 

him at all. He sat and thought for a few seconds and then stated, "No, this doesn’t’ 
surprise me. You see, I am an adult Sunday school teacher for the church and through 
that, I’ve had notes and conversations with Bill. I told you before that I have done 
counseling and some of my conversations with Bill have been in a counseling capacity and 
some of them have been just as a friend, so I’m not breaking a confidence here. The notes 
he shared with me - well, lately I’ve been doing sermons about Christian characteristics 
and it’s something I’ve been talking about in our Sunday school class. Well, he’s recently 
told me that these talks about Christian characteristics have been really helpful to him 
because he’s been struggling. I’ve smelled alcohol on his breath, so I have asked him if 
he has an alcohol problem and he told me that he doesn’t have a problem.

in Wisconsin and I’m going to the Dells with Bill. And he says that Bill has brought 
marijuana and alcohol with him. Well, I knew that Bill smoked cigarettes, but not 
marijuana, and says to me, 'Well, we’re up in the motel room and l took three hits 

off the marijuana and a couple sips of the drink,’ and I knew something was really wrong. 
And then saying, I shouldn’t be doing this, and then he said something about he 

was sleeping in bed and he said that he was sleeping soundly and then he opened his 
eyes and they fluttered and Bill was touching him, or pulling his zipper down, and then I’m 
thinking, what are you doing in bed with your jeans on? Like I said, I was in a sound sleep 
when he called, I was in shock, and I said, call the police,’ and then he asked me 

if he should go back to the room and I said, 'No, absolutely not.’ And then he told me that 
there was a disturbance in the hotel and that there were police there in the lobby and that 
he was on a phone booth in the lobby and that Bill was sitting in the lobby watching him 
or something and I said, I don’t care if you have to go right in front of Bill to 

contact a policeman, you just do it, and you tell the policeman that you’re having an 
emergency. And I asked once or twice I think if he was telling the truth and he said 

yes, and then I said, if you just want to come home and this is what you think you 

need to do to get home, this is a bad thing to do.’ And he said, 'No, this happened, I’m 
scared.' And so I told him to go to the policeman and no matter what, don't go back to that 
room, and he said that he would call me back in 30 minutes. And before he hung up, he 
said, ‘Don’t tell my parents because my Dad will try and kill Bill,' and I told him that I may 
have to tell them and we talked about that for a few seconds and I asked him again to 
make sure he went to the police and he agreed to do that. Oh and another thing I forgot 
to tell you. At some point, he mentioned that there were three pillows on the bed or 
something, and that led him to believe that Bill had been in bed with him because he had 
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only had two pillows on the bed. You know, and after I hung up, I knew that would 

never make anything up like this, and also that he’d never go along with any homosexual 
acts. He s not like that at all. is a regular teen-age boy. He has had a hard time 

lately, he was devastated by his grandmother’s passing a short time ago in May, I think, 
he was just devestated. This is all just so shocking to all of us. But anyhow, I think 
did confide in Bill about how he felt about his grandmother and that’s how their friendship 
really developed. His family thought that this friendship would maybe be a good thing for 


1 asked how long the phone conversation with lasted. She said 

approximately 7 minutes. She also advised me that approximately 30 minutes later, she 
did receive a phone call from a police officer indicating that had contacted them 

and she was glad about that. I asked how mother was doing 

and she said that she was very upset, but seemed to be managing. 

It should be noted that early on in this investigation as a result of the information that we 
had received from about the way he felt after having the marijuana and alcohol that 

was provided to him by William Church and also based on a very unusual note that Officer 
Davidson recovered from Church’s property upon the consensual search of the hotel room, 
we were concerned that Church may have used or administered to some other type 

of controlled substance, therefore, I had discussed with Jill Fisher, the Sexual Assault 
Nurse Examiner, the need to draw blood to test for other foreign agents, specifically a drug 
called Ruphynol (ph), generic name of Flunitrazepam, and possibly Rohipnol. I asked that 
tox strains be done specifically for those drugs, along with mj, cocaine, heroin and alcohol. 


The unusual note to which I am referring is attached to this report and in this note, written 
on Quality Inn South stationary, there are notations referring to possible dosages of 50 to 
75 mg and other unusual observations which I believe were made by Church and recorded 
on the stationary. I am going to take the original note, along with the original check-in 
documents that were completed by Church at the time he checked into the Quality Inn, to 
the Crime Lab and ask that their document examiners analyze the handwriting on the two 
documents. I will follow-up with the Quality Inn motel and speak directly to the desk clerk 
that checked Church in to confirm that the clerk witnessed Church complete the check-in 
documents. 

At 5:45 pm on 7-20-96, Investigator Roman and I responded to the Public Safety Building 
so that we could take photographs of Church and also recover the clothing that he was 
wearing, I contacted Dane Co. Sheriffs Dept, staff, who provided me with a set of jail 
clothing that I could give to Church after we took his clothing. While Church was still 
dressed in his street clothing, S.l Roman took full body shots of Church. At 5:50 p.m. SI 
Roman took the red shirt and blue jeans that Church was wearing and gave him the jail 
clothes to put on. S.l. Roman turned the clothing items over to me, which I subsequently 
packaged and secured under Property Tag #P028931 in the Property Room of the 
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Madison Police Dept. Property Room. 

While I was at the PSB with Church, I advised him that I was the detective assigned to this 
case and asked him if he had any questions for me. He asked if I could call his father, 
John W. Church, who lives in Bel-Plaine, Iowa, and inform his father that he was in jail here 
in Madison and also tell his father that he would be appearing in court on Monday at 2:00. 
I asked Church for his father’s phone number; he said he didn’t have it with him, but did 
have it written down in some of the documents that we had seized. I asked Church if he 
had any other questions and he did ask me what he was being charged with. I explained 
to him that he was being charged with Child Enticement. He stated, "I have categorical 
denial of any sexual contact. There was none. I am engaged, happily, have been for quite 
a while, and woke up with a start and said, ‘I gotta call home.’ I thought he’d had 

a bad dream. It turns out it’s been a bad dream for me, I'm not gay, I’m not interested in 
men, boys, whatever.” Church made this unsolicited statement to me without being 
questioned by me. He then asked me if Child Enticement was a serious charge and I told 
him that it was. I asked him if there was anything else I could do for him or any other 
questions I could answer. He asked me if I would call his girlfriend, Debbie Kimball, and 
explain his circumstances to her. I informed him that! would; he told me that her number 
is #319-399-1679. I left the PSB at approx. 6:05 pm. 

At 6:45 pm on 7-20-96,1 phoned the Cedar Rapids P.D. at #319-398-5242, and I ultimately 
spoke with Detective Brian Been. I briefed him on our investigation and asked if he could 
check his records for any contacts with Church. I explained that according to the FBI 
printout, Church had been arrested in 1979 in Cedar Rapids on a drug offense and the 
disposition of that case was unclear. Detective Been advised me that he would research 
that investigation and any other information that they had on Church and fax it to me. At 
7:05 pm on 7-20-96, I tried calling John Church at 319-442-2628, a number that I had 
found in William Church’s property. There was no answer at the number. I then tried 
calling Debbie Kimball at the number that William Church had given me and there was no 
answer. It should be noted that neither John Church nor Debbie Kimball had answering 
machines at the numbers I called. 

At approx. 8:45 pm, I spoke by phone with Detective Been from the Cedar Rapids P.D.. 
He informed me that the 1979 drug charge against William Church had been dismissed 
and forwarded to me faxed copies of the police reports. All the documents forwarded to 
me by Detective Been are attached to this report.

look back or he would shoot him. Next the gunman turned over, looked 
into his face, and told him to run into the woods or he would shoot. As 

were running away, they glanced back to see the gunman grab Jacob's 
arm. When reached the wooded area, they turned around 

again and the gunman and Jacob were gone. 

The boys ran to the Wetterling home where they told their story to the baby¬ 
sitter who was taking care of their younger sister. The baby-sitter called her dad 
and he called 911 and Jerry and Patty Wetterling. The police were at the scene 
within 6 minutes followed by St. Joseph fire fighters and about 35 officers from 
the Stearn s County Sheriff’s Department, Tri-County Major Crime Investigation 
Unit and Stale Patrol. Two local FBI agents and five from Minneapolis were 
assigned to the case. A state helicopter equipped with a search light probed the 
nearby woods and fields 

The search continued the next day with officers from the Department of Natural 
Resources using all-terrain vehicles that combed the woods and fields within a 2 
mile radius of the abduction. Helicopters flew over a 25 square mile area, a 
bloodhound from Minneapolis was brought in and led officers to tire tracks, 
confirming a hunch that the abductor had a car nearby. 

On December 14, authorities searched for a man who abducted and sexually 
assaulted a Cold Spring (Minnesota) boy in January 1989. Details of the two 
incidents lead them to believe they may be linked. Some of the similarities in the 
Cold Spring abduction are: Cold Spring is only 10 miles from St. Joseph; the 
abductor threatened to use a gun when holding the Cold Spring boy; the 
abductor held the boy for over three hours and threatened the boy with the 
possibility of not releasing him; the abductor wore army boots with his pants 
tucked in during both abductions; and when he let the Cold,$pring boy go, he 
threw him in a ditch. Today, the authorities are still searching for the man 

There have been numerous possible sightings of Jacob and his abductor all 
across the United States. Jacob's parents believe that Jacob is still alive and hope 
that with continued media coverage, someone will be able to provide them with 
information that could bring their son safely home, ”

Jacob has been so mistreated that his normal interest in 
women has been subdued by all that he has been through, I feel the man buys or 
at least sees pronography,..perhaps through the internet.,.but don't know if he 
is smart enough to use a computer... he may have gotten Jacob to learn it 
though.,.and has Jacob downloading things for him.

I feel Jacob is completely disenheartened..that he has given up on ever 
being free of this situation and his family and childhood are like a dream to 
him.,,almost buried now.

He may be the subject of some 
harmless gossip, but generally written off as no one to bother with.

MS OLSON states that she believes WELCH abducted JACOB WETTERLING 
When asked why she believes this, she began to explain that back in 
approximately 1991 she was at her daughter's house in Northeast Mpis. Her 
daughter was in the process of moving and she was going to help. When she 
arrived, her daughter was not there but GERALD was waiting outside 
MATHENY’s residence with a young unidentified boy. They had arrived in a 
pickup truck and were going to move furniture from MATHENY’s house to 
GERALD’S residence. MS OLSON did not Know where this residence was. 

MS OLSON was struck by the similarity of resemblance between the unidentified 
young boy and pictures she had seen of JACOB WETTERLING. She described 


the young unidentified boy as follows: He was a white male, 10*15 years of age, 
slight build and a hair style similar to that of JACOB WETTER UNG’s abduction 
pictures she has seen. 

She stated that GERALD has no male grandchildren nor male sons. GERALD 
never told MS OLSON who the boy was and was quick to leave when MS 
OLSON arrived. MS OLSON said that when they left, the boy was staring at her 
and holding the furniture in the back. She firmly believes that this boy matches the 
description of JACOB WETTERLING. 

She offered other evidence as to opportunities available to WELCH to be involved 
in the WETTERLING kidnapping which were: He owns property in the area of St. 
joseph IWN, he was in the area of St. Joseph MN on or around the time of 
JACOB'S disappearance and she believes that GERALD'S physical description 
matches that of the composite drawing of JACOB WETTERUNG’s abductor. 

MS OLSON gave me a photograph of GERALD WELCH standing next to his 
second wife, unknown name. Photograph is dated 10-01-92. 

Additionally, MS OLSON states that approximately a week ago she had 
telephoned MATHENY’s residence. A young man answered the phone and when 
MS OLSON asked if MATHENY was home, the young man stated she was not. 
MS OLSON asked who she was speaking to and the young man gave a name 
and this name was not JACOB. Again, MATHENY has no male children. MS 
OLSON had asked MATHENY several days later who the young man was that 
answered her telephone and MATHENY stated it was a boarder that had moved 
in with her recently but MATHENY gave a different name than the young man who 
had answered the phone. 

MATHENY told MS OLSON that the boy was a friend of the family’s who had lived 
in Waseca and had moved up to the Cities to stay with them. MS OLSON does 
not believe MATHENY and states that she is also a friend of the family and would 
have been told about such living arrangements. 


MS OLSON explained that in 1991 (which was a Sunday) she had contacted the 
FBI Task Force that was working on the case when, she believes she saw JACOB 
WETTERLING with GERALD WELCH. She, however, received a busy signal 
from the FBI and made no further contact. MS OLSON states that she did not 
make contact with authorities since that time because she was afraid her daughter 
was possibly involved and was afraid for her own safety because she knows that 
GERALD is abusive and manipulative to those around him. 

Since the phone call a week ago MS OLSON has contemplated notifying the 
authorities and had decided today to tei! authorities what she knows. She 


attempted to call Hennepin County Sheriffs Office who she stated was unwilling to 
talk with her and then notified Mpls PD. 

MS OLSON states that this has been a burden on her and that through her strong 
religious background and her old age, she wanted to tell people what she knew so 
she could help the WETTERUNG family even if this meant consequences for her 
daughter. 

Further information from MS OLSON was that she would be going to Texas to 
stay with her second daughter MARY JO NELSON, 142 William-Clausen Drive, 
San Antonio TX, Phone 1-210-402-4033. MS OLSON will be gone for 
approximately 2 months and will return to her residence after that time. She felt 
that this would be a good time to come out with the information so GERALD could 
not find her if the authorities solved the case. MS OLSON also has a 3rd 
daughter, NANCY KNEE LAND, 1070 Robin Ct in New Brighton, 635-9607. 

Observations from OFFICER REINHARDT: 


I was assisting on this cal! and was in plain clothes because I was in a training 
capacity. OFFICER GREEN relayed the information that MS OLSON had told 
him concerning the possible involvement of WELCH in the WETTERUNG 
kidnapping. Because of the uniqueness of the situation 1 went into conduct a 
follow-up investigation with MS OLSON. 


I noticed that MS OLSON 'was IliCtd or- 
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interview I noticed that she had the tendency to ramble on, however, she stayed 
close to the core of the story that WELCH had kidnapped WETTERUNG. 1 used 
an interviewing technique of rapid fire questioning and MS OLSON was able to 
answer and complete thoughts regarding the questioning. It is officers opinion 
that MS OLSON is telling the truth or believes that she is telling the truth Officer 
did not observe any deceptive behavior. 


As to the validity to MS OLSON's statements, officer believes that MS OLSON 
may have taken one fact added to another fact and arrived at an assumption 
rather than a true factual account of events. During the questioning, MS OLSON 
made it quite clear that she was afraid of MR WELCH and that she was unhappy 
with the past relationship that WELCH had with her daughter. Officer believes 
that these feelings MS OLSON has towards WELCH may have influenced her 
perception. 

During questioning l asked if MS OLSON was under any medical treatment or 
medication. She stated she currently is taking medication for high blood pressure 
and a heart condition. MS OLSON appeared to be in good physical health and 



told me tfiai she was not taking any other type of medication. I specifically asked 
her if she was taking any medication for psychiatric problems and she stated no. 
Additionally, when OFFICER GREEN was in the dwelling he did not notice any 
medications in plain view. MS OLSON did not appear to be under the influence of 
an alcoholic beverage or any other type of drug. 

While speaking with MS OLSON she stated that she had FBI Cfearance. I was 
able to determine that she meant that she had been cleared by the FBI for work in 
the Armament Plants during WWI1 and the Korean War. I also determined that 
she had no further contact with the FBI or any other Law Enforcement Agency, 
concerning the alleged involvement in the WETTERLING kidnapping. 

MS OLSON made several references that she was afraid of MR WELCH but did 
not elaborate why she was afraid of him. She stated that her whole motivation in 
teiiing about the kidnapping was that she wanted to relieve herself of the burden 
of the knowledge and that she wanted to protect her daughter. 

While speaking to MS OLSON, I was able to discover that she has been a victim 
of thefts and burglaries. She states she keeps a loaded handgun in the house for 
protection. This should be of note since her relationship with WELCH is not on the 
best of terms. 

I received a photograph from MS OLSON of her ex-son-in-law WELCH. The 
photograph was property inventoried under MSPD CCN 8S-366188. I initialed and 
placed the CCN number on the back of the photograph. 

SQT CRONQUIST responded to the scene and alter consulting with her, officers 
determined that a memo should be made to the Homicide Unit and the FBI Task 
Force. MS OLSON was given a phone number to contact OFFfCER REINHARDT 
in case she has further information.

Re: Case #961001, pertaining to missing person Jacob Wetterling 

The Intuitive Task Force is an association of professional intuitives with 
the purpose of assisting others in finding missing persons at a distance, 

A group of intuitives, wishing to retain their anonymity, volunteers its time 
and energies in providing intuitive insights that may lead to solving open 
missing person cases. Each intuitive usually specializes in a different aspect 
of psychic work. Where some have stronger skills in describing the 
perpetrators involved and their motivations, others have stronger skills in 
defining the victim's circumstances, while others are stronger in determining 
locations, and still others are stronger in identifying special or remarkable 
definition about any of the above. Even in determining locations, intuitives 
have varying strengths in the use of maps, anecdotal and narrative 
information, sense of seeing, hearing, feeling, and just knowing. Some are 
stronger in coordination skills and communication about the case 
circumstances. 

What this presentation from the Intuitive Task Force represents is a 
composite of the individual strengths. We define the areas in which few, 
most, or all of the intuitive insights agree. Included as well are the many 
details offered by all the intuitives and not mentioned in the composite 
picture. Individual intuitive insights may offer most important clues. 

Intuitives are usually from 609^100% accurate. We suggest that you use 
the information you receive from us as you would from any other source - to 
be considered, but not taken as absolute truth. 



All intuitives agree that the perpetrator is a male. Most intuitives, 
however, present some unlike descriptions of him. For example, his height 
description ranges from 5 7 to 6', with no clustering more than a few in 
agreement at any one height. There is more agreement among intuitives 
about his build. Most see him as muscular, strong, large square shoulders, 
heavy, weight about 170-200 pounds, and stocky. One sees him as thin, 
muscular, and strong. His age is describe d in the 50s, with one description in 
the 35*45 years of age range. 

There is agreement among intuitives about the hair description of the 
perpetrator. Most see brown and dark brown hair falling over the tops of his 
ears (not a good cut) and forehead, regular cut, and slightly curly. Other 
brown hair is described as reaching almost to the shoulders, being curly, 
wavy, or messy; while another describes the hair as beginning to bald and 
getting thin in the back around the crown. One intuitive defines the hair as 
dirty blonde. 

Most intuitives who see facial hair describe a mustache, a short beard, or a 
combination of both. Individual descriptions speak of a short beard covering 
only his chin; sometimes wears a full beard; neither not neatly trimmed. He 
is scruffy" in appearance. One intuitive describes a clean shaven face on the 
perpetrator. 

Other facial features include fair or ruddy complexion; lips slightly full; 
slight separations between his front top teeth which protrude slightly, but not 
buck-toothed; smiles a lot and has laugh lines around his eyes when he 
smiles; average nose rounded at the end; somewhat of a "baby face" look; face 
not quite round or not quite square; and a short, thick neck. His ears lay flat 
to his head. 

Although there is nothing distinguishing about lus eyebrows, they are 
somewhat bushy and full His eyes are seen by the few intuitives describing 
them as either blue or vivid blue with thick, black lashes or gray/hazel to 
brown eyes. If vivid blue, his eyes have a twinkle about them. 
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His hands and fingers are wide, and not long; the same applies to his feet. 
His legs are like tree stumps. Almost everything about him is stubby. He 
keeps his hands in his pockets often and shifts from foot to foot, especially 
when conversing. His voice is slightly higher pitched than normal for a man 
He can be very congenial and conversant. As well, he can exhibit the 
annoying behavior of not responding to questions or comments. He smokes 
cigarettes and has quit several times. Beer is his potable of choice. However, 
he's been known to down a boilermaker or a Kamikaze now and then. He is 
inclined to go on a ‘toot* every once in a while. He can be the life of the party 
one minute and engaged in a fist fight the next. He has had some kind of 

weapons training and has quite a collection of knives and guns. He had some 
college or trade education. 

Most intuitives agree about the kind of clothing worn by the perpetrator. 
Checkered flannel shirts, one with large blue checks, is described by some. 
Another description includes wool or flannel plaid shirts, worn with brown 
pants and a brown/beige jacket. One intuitive describes the perpetrator 
wearing jeans and tee shirts mostly. Most describe tire abductor wearing 
work boots or work shoes that lace up and are heavy. Another intuitive says 
that sometimes the abductor wears boots, but usually wears running shoes. 
Accessories described include hats and caps, specifically a black baseball cap. 

He likes to wear a gold neck chain. 

The vehicle that the perpetrator drives is described as some sort of truck. 

He owns a pickup or flatbed truck which is about five years old and dark in 
color, such as black or blue. The older model pickup truck he drives is a 
Chevy or Ford, or a boxy car-like station wagon/small truck. Only one 
intuitive names the vehicle as a company car. 

Several intuitives mention that the abductor is not married and/or may be 
a widower. Basically, he has very little to do with women. Other intuitives 
see that although he is not married, he has a woman with at least one child 
around him. A woman was with him at the time of the abduction. She 
knows information and traveled with the perpetrator. She wants to tell that 
information, but fears for her life in the presence of the perpetrator. She is 
the scared, puppy" type who often is in a victim role. 
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Many mtuitives describe some background of sexual abuse associated with 
the abduction. According to one intuitive, the perpetrator lives in the general 
area of the abduction to this day. His family is well to do. The abuser, whose 
name is Allen Smith, lacks ambition and works at insignificant jobs. His 
family supports him in between jobs. As a child,he was abused by a relative, 
which information he never shared with his family. As a whole, they do not 
communicate well. The reason for taking Jacob was for sexual abuse. 

Another intuitive points out that he is not a killer, but uses a gun to 
threaten others. He has been grabbing and selling young boys, but likes to 'try 
them out first. Jacob was kept in the small, dingy apartment for several days, 
and sexually used by his abductor. Others add that he has abducted children 
previously and is a known abductor; he may have been known to Jacob. Still 
another says that although the abductor had a gun, he used it only to scare the 
children. Jacob was taken to, or very near to, the location mentioned in 2G, 
and sexually molested. And another says that as they traveled from motel to 
motel, Jacob was used for the man's sexual gratification. 

Ihe perpetrator is described as being raised somewhere in the middle west 
on a farm or in a poor section of a small town in Missouri or Kansas. He 
abducts boys for pay and travels all over the country to do so. Canada is 
significant to him, although he is a US. citizen. He travels frequently, 
preferring small towns where he feels less questioned; he chooses the country 
and uninhabited places. He prefers boys and tries to choose the more 
outgoing,energetic type, observing possible victims before choosing. Jacob 
knew and trusted the abductor before he was taken and later sexually abused. 

He works outside often. Tire letters on the town sign are "Sand__A Great 
Place to Live and Work". The abductor is known as a trustworthy, loyal 
employee and co-worker. He doesn't cause trouble, doesn’t talk to others 
much, doesn’t overindulge in alcohol, rarely goes out with "the guys"; and 
lives a quiet,secret life. He prefers boys and takes them to his cabin after dark. 
Eventually, he will be caught when one boy, who knows karate, will handle 
this man’s strength and power, escaping. This will happen in 2-3 years. 

Look for a construction company with S & D in their name and logo. The 
abductor's name is Jerry or Jeff; his last name starts with an L with a in it. 

He has been there on construction for a year, perhaps a housing development 
is being constructed. The description shows him carrying lumber and 
wearing a nail apron over which his pot belly hangs. It feels like a mid sized 
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town in Nebraska with a lot of activity, such as building, The population is 
about 100,000. The perpetrator has told no one about Jacob and continues to 
receive pedophile pom in the mail. He has no remorse for what he has done. 
His driver’s license is from the State of Nebraska; he is sick and dangerous. 

Outwardly quiet and closed, with a quick temper and violent tendencies, 
the perpetrator needs a sense of control and power to feel alive. He sees 
himself as getting weak. Using military type energy, he possibly is an ex¬ 
military person or prone to militaristic ways and ideas. He is psychotic; the 
two sides of his personality conflict. One side controls and justifies his 
actions; the other side blocks his memory putting him into denial and dosing 
himself off from others. Often he vacillates between the two. 

Walking down the street of a small town, the perpetrator appears easy 
going to other people, even though he is not a neat looking person. They 
cannot know the rage that is backed up in him. Revenge is part of the motive 
behind the kidnapping, not at the parents, but at the world. It is to him as if 
something had been taken away from "him"; others needed to suffer as 
he "had. Rage and revenge are associated with this evil crime. The man has 
killed before and will kill again. There is a deep sense that he will not be 
caught, at least not connected with Jacob s disappearance. 

Another intuitive describes the perpetrator as having worked as an 
automotive parts salesman, traveling with catalogues in the back of his car. 

As he was on an expense account, he kept close track of mileage and covered a 
three to five State area. The name of Bob Gilbert or Bob Gilhurst is 
important; the perpetrator could live in the Duluth area. He may use 
prostitutes and handcuffs them when in his motel room. 


A few intuitives describe the abductor as someone who works in a small 
restaurant diner owned by a husband/wife employing three waitresses. He 
does his job and goes from work to a tavern for a few beers. He prefers female 
company for sex, but does not bring them to Iris house. He protects Jacob 
from outsiders. He has sex only often enough to relieve himself. There are 
no sexual overtones for Jacob, as he considers Jacob Iris "son". 

The abductor’s name is something like Pablo Gonzalez, who is a poor, 
peasant worker. He is an immigrant whose family died tragically, so he 
looked for a replacement. He puts a few dollars of gas at a time in his old 
fashioned, beat up van used for deliveries. The license plate has a £ and a D 
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on it with numbers. Possibly it is an Illinois plate, not Wisconsin. He has no 
insurance. 

He talks about his “son" when he works at the restaurant doing dishes and 
cleaning up. Sometimes he helps with cooking, then takes any left-overs 
home to Jacob. The restaurant is old fashioned, called "Diner", and offers hot 
Links on the menu. The abductor is Catholic and carries pictures of his family 
with him. He buys clothes for Jacob when necessary. 

Avonlea Street means something. He lives in a rented, unkempt, small, 
one- story house, greenish brown in color with a wooden screened- in front. 
There is no television, but a radio for Spanish music is kept on top of the 
refrigerator. A community center is nearby; Pablo can hear church bells on 
Sunday and thinks of Mass. He watches people, but never goes to Mass. He 
wears a gold cross around his neck and refers to Mother Teresa. Although he 
eats lots of rice and beans, he knows that Jacob likes potato salad. 

Pablo is a man that comes and goes and no one would pay attention to 
him. He says that his “son" is “loco". He likes to celebrate the Mexican 
holidays and drinks an occasional whiskey, but prefers malt beer. 

Occasionally he gambles. He had worked on the farms at one time trying to 
support Iris family of three children and a wife who was pregnant at the time 
of tire accident. He loved his children. 

Now he is bitter. Although Jacob is with him, he never gave Pablo the 
love Pablo thought he would get as from Iris own children, Pablo is a quiet, 
non-obtrusive man who works, keeps his head down, and minds his own 
business. He has a quick temper and could become violent if someone tried 
to take Jacob away from him. Pablo never wants to feel that pain of losing his 
family again. He has not/will not relate to Jacob's family being in pain. 

The abductor, with the name of Jack connected to him, is "home grown". 

He knows the area like the back of his hand. Occasionally, he stays within a 
two to five mile radius northeast of the abduction site and spends a lot of 
time at a place that is possibly his permanent residence and/or Iris work He 
has his own business or takes side jobs in addition to his regular 
employment, not because he's a highly motivated person trying to succeed, 
but because it costs money to support his lifestyle, which is not luxurious but 
is, for lack of a better word, tangled. This permanent residence and/or 
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business is within the H-13-14-15 coordinates on the State map of Minnesota 
on a road intersecting Route 25. 

His work is related, directly or indirectly, to agriculture,farming, and/or 
ranching. The intuitive sees animals, particularly hogs, and some livestock. 
To that end, the intuitive sees a silver, metal, one-story rectangular building 
with a pitched roof and, next to it, a grayish tower on stilts, about four to five 
stories talL The top of the tower is cylindrical and cone shaped and is 
somewhat darker than the tower itself. It can house anything from boats to 
autos to farm equipment to animals. It can be used for some type of small 
industry, for storage purposes, as a retail store, or as an out-building. It is a 
generic structure (see sketch which is not to scale), 



long narrow nose. He looks like Mr. Green leans. 

Only one intuitive feels that Jacob is still alive. AH other intuitives see 
that Jacob is dead. The following is the account of the intuitive describing the 
living Jacob . 

Jacob Wetterling is alive. He is in Wisconsin, close to Madison, but more 
in the country. He is located on the Milwaukee side of Madison. Audobon 
means something. Arguementa means something, or like Arguella, but not 
the same spelling. 

Jacob was abducted by a man who meant no harm in "his" mind. He 
wanted a son. He wanted someone to love in order to replace what he had 
lost. He wanted companionship and the comfort of a happy child. 
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Jacob wept a lot in the beginning. But he has since been convinced that his 
parents are "dead in his mind". Tire intuitive sees Jacob behind bare or a large 
screened in area. He has been kept secured and has accepted his fate for fear of 
punishment. Although his size has given him more incentive, he is weak as 
compared to this man. 

Jacob has not had schooling or outside contact necessary for mature 
growth. He has not been sexually molested by this man. Mentally and 
psychologically he is very bruised and will need years of counseling and 
tutoring to catch up emotionally as well as academically. 

The gun Pablo used was not loaded. Pablo was desperate. Because Jacob 
cried and whimpered so much when taken, he curled up and rocked. Pablo, 
or Paco, had convinced a few of his male friends that the boy has "problems", 
so keeping him confined is protecting society and keeping Jacob from hurting 
himse If. 

Jacob is not called Jacob any more. His newer name is either Antonio, 
Anthony, or Anton. He has no idea how old he is or of any time frame. He 
has been fed and kept clothed poorly, but not neglected or abused in the sense 
of being beaten. He has had enough to eat. His muscles are not developed as 
he basically stays in this one area. 

Pablo can go into a rage, so tire boy has been terribly afraid at times, 
especially when Pablo drinks. The boy has been hit or "cuffed” about the head 
a few times. Jacob is kept like a pet. His nickname means pet. He provides 

Pablo with companionship; he is someone to talk to and look at, even if he's 
sleeping, 

Pablo tells his friends that he keeps Jacob safe from the authorities who 
would take the child away and lock him up. Jacob has no contact or warmth 
from any woman. His adjustment is going to take a long time with much 
patience. A sufficient reward with pictures in this general vicinity would get 
the friend of Pablo to turn him in. Jacob has no idea of the search that has 
gone on for him. He is devoid of most outside contact. 

Pablo cuts Jacob's hair. He has not hurt Jacob so that the child feels hate or 
dislike. He has taken care of Jacob when sick, shown fatherly care, but in a 
hard way, like an old Top Sergeant. 

Jacob now is thin, taller, but not huge. He is not developed. He is 
immature and cries still. There is no television for stimulation. He stays 
locked up. He has forgotten the faces of his family, although he would 
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recognize his mother and father if he saw or heard them. He remembers the 
warmth of his mother. He has a favorite soft blanket. Jacob stares a lot. He 
awaits the arrival of Pablo just for companionship, to hear his voice and hear 
the radio being turned on. Jacob cowers when afraid. He wears some of 
Pablo s old shirts, but they are too big for him. He misses playing outside. 
Jacob is afraid of punishment or no food if he disobeys. 

Most intuitives describe Jacob as being dead. Circumstances of the crime 
vary; following are the intuitive insights. There was another person 
connected with the abduction of Jacob and the disposal of his remains. This 
person did not participate in Jacob's murder. What the intuitive does not 
understand is that the other person is seen as a man, then as a woman, too. 

The intuitive went into the abductors mind from the time of Jacob’s 
abduction through the execution of Jacob s murder, ending with the 
disposition of Jacob s remains. As other intuitives have expressed, this 
intuitive also experienced simultaneous feelings of despair, disgust, fear, no 
control and total control, sadistic pleasure and gratification, contempt for ’the 
bitch", contempt for "the uniform", being the great and powerful Oz, and, 
worst of all, a sense of emptiness, nothingness, darkness, death, and the likes 
of death because it gives a high. (Reminder: these were not the intuitive’s 
feelings, but those of the abductor) 

Jacob was killed with an extremely sharp blade and dismembered. This 
weapon was substantial in size and well balanced. It may have been a tool, 
instrument, or something like a K-Bar knife. At the same time, the intuitive 
saw something like a large black tarp being laid over a dismembered carcass. 
There was no skin,no muscle, and no organs, just bones covered here and 
there with fresh blood, much like one would observe at a slaughterhouse. 

The abductor is familiar with anatomy. One could say that his work was very 
professional. 

Jacob's remains are in a wooded, grassy, wet area in either St. Wendel 
County or St. Joseph County, within two miles of the spot where Rt. 75 and 
Rt.94 merge. The abductor participated in the search for Jacob’s body. Did the 
police ID. those who searched? If so, do they have a list of names and 
addresses? 

Other impressions: the intuitive keeps seeing a thatched-type roof which 
makes no sense considering the climate of Minnesota, Perhaps this roof is 
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not on a real building. Maybe it's on a sign. Expanded, this could mean the 
names "Thatch", "Thatcher", or any variation of this. These could be 
surnames, business names, street, river, or creek names. 

The abductor killed before Jacob and has killed after. He is not merely an 
opportunist. He is a predator. Have the police stayed on top of other 
missing/abducted children in Minnesota since Jacob’s murder? 

After seven years, it will be very difficult, if not impossible, to find Jacob’s 
remains. They were not buried. They were just covered up and left. Because 
of this, the intuitive feels the hunt should focus on the abductor rather than 
on Jacob. 

A different intuitive describes Jacob as being optimistic, looking to the 
future, generous, and thoughtful. He was bright and could be non- 
conventional. He was sensitive and helpful. 

Despite the story that the boys told of the abduction, this intuitive sees it 
differently. The boys all had been taught not to approach strangers, especially 
in a car; but thats exactly what Jacob did. Being a naturally helpful boy, he 
forgot what he had been taught about safety. The intuitive tried seeing a 
masked man with a gun coming from the side road or hidden by bushes and 
could not! 

Instead, the intuitive saw a man in an older model car drive by the boys on 
bicycles, tum around up the road and come back on the boys' side of the road. 
He stopped the car and asked where the closest gas station was located because 
his tank was on empty. Jacob, being helpful, went around to the driver's side 
where the man said, "I’ll show you how empty my tank is." As Jacob came 
close to see the gas gauge, the man grabbed his arm, stepped out of the 
drivers seat, and threw him in the car. He does carry a gun under the front 
seat of the car, with which he threatened Jacob so he wouldn’t scream or try to 
escape. He also handcuffed Jacob, told him to sit up and not to make any fuss. 

The two remaining boys were so terribly frightened not only for Jacob, but 
also for the fact that they didn’t obey the safety rules that had been pounded 
into them all. Because they had disobeyed their folks’ implicit instructions, 
they made up the story about the armed and masked man without a car. The 
boys would tell the truth if they understand that adults are extremely smart 
when it comes to luring children, and that it would be more helpful in 
solving this case if they tell their parents exactly what happened. 
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After die abduction, they traveled from motel to motel, keeping Jacob in 
the car while registering, appearing as Dad and son. The abductor kept Jacob 
handcuffed and gagged whenever he left the room. Because he realized that 
he could not keep Jacob tied up and gagged forever, the abductor decided he 
would have to kill him. Traveling in the car, he bought Jacob something to 
eat. Then they drove to a lonely stretch, where the abductor had Jacob knee! 
down. Jacob was shot in the back of his head. He was thrown down what 

appears to be an old well, such as they would have used on homesteads many 
years ago. 

This location appears to be on the bluff of a river, such as the Mississippi, 
near a dam. It seems to be a farming area or somewhat rural. The area is also 
wooded. Using the map, the intuitive felt it would be near Saulk Center, 

MN, or could it be Saulk Rapids? (see the sketch for clarification) 
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Another intuitive describes Jacob being killed a few weeks after the 
kidnapping. He left the scene in a car, possibly the red car spotted at the scene. 
The kidnapper drove all night to get into another State, He drove Jacob to 
South Dakota to a cabin type house in the woods, Jacob tried to escape,but 
could not. He was badly hurt and tortured. He was in a room with wooden 
boards on the wall and a fireplace with a fire in it. The room was almost bare, 
with very little furniture. There the abductor raped Jacob and finally killed 
him. Jacob was curled up and in a fetal position on the floor, and took a long 
time to die. Jacob is buried behind the cabin. 

There are other children buried on the property, also. The perpetrator has 
done this many times, although he has not always used a mask and gun. 

There is lots of evidence in the cabin. He took pictures of Jacob and the 
others. 

The cabin is out of the small town; its name starts with a W. A dirt road 
connects the cabin to the main road that runs into town. The abductor 
doesn't come to this town often and is not known to the locals. A few people 
in the town know about the cabin and do know him slightly from his visits to 
the grocery store and the gas station. Ask about the red car. This is a remote 
town, not near anything big. The intuitive sees letters on the town sign 
We sch or W a sch mg . 

The crime according to another intuitive: the man who grabbed Jacob had 
been watching him for some time. He knew the boy, slightly, but wanted to 
make sure he had the right one before taking him away. He wore a stocking 
over his head because he knew he would have been recognized otherwise. 

Jacob was taken to a nearby car, under tire threat of being shot if he made 
an outcry. There was another man in the back seat and he forced Jacob to lay 
on the floor under a blanket. They drove for a long time —.Kansas City ...to a 
small, dingy apartment in town. The second man left. Jacob really wasn't 
sure what was happening to him as he was being molested, because he was 
kept heavily drugged most of the rime. 

About a week later, Jacob was sold to another man, prearranged, who took 
him to New York. He was literally smuggled aboard a tanker or freighter. 

After a long voyage with many stops, they ended up somewhere off the coast 
of west Africa, where he was again sold. 
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This time, Jacob was beaten into submission when he made a protest, and 
forced into sexual acts. He tried several times over the next few years to 
escape, but each time was found and brought back. His back became scarred 
from whips. 

Finally, he did manage to escape. There was a woman involved somehow, 
but by then Jacob was a hardened young man who had to try to live by his 
wits as best he could. One day when he was probably about fifteen, there was 
a street brawl Jacob and several others were shot and killed. 

Another intuitive sees Jacob as an outgoing, friendly boy. He offered no 
stru Sgk the abduction;Jacob knew and trusted the man who abducted him. 
He was taken in a dark colored, older model, vehicle. The interior of the 
vehicle was cluttered and contained garbage. He was taken northwest within 
approximately one hundred miles. 

The abuse started in the vehicle. This was not the perpetrator's first or last 
victim. Jacob was violated and still barely living when the perpetrator 
abandoned him, exposed to the elements. Jacob transitioned (died) soon after 
his abduction. 

Early morning is significant; it was a crisp, cool, sunny day with light frost 
on the ground. Possibly this was Jacob's transition time. The location of the 
site has uneven ground and lots of gravel Large metal equipment is about, 
as at a work-construction site. Water is nearby, possibly a quarry. Jacob's 
remains are in this area. 

Jacob’s Dad has lots of guilt and knows more than he has told. His Dad is 
not the perpetrator. Many facts have already been given and not used or 
investigated. Some facts seem obscure or vague or unconnected, but are still 
vglid information ! There is a small piece of paper which is important in 
identifying the perpetrator 

Others speak of gruesome feelings associated with Jacob's experience. As 
mentioned above, he did not live long after his abduction. Once in the light 
brown, old fashioned van, they drove north, got onto a highway headed 
northwest. Looking at the map, it was highway 75, which joins 95 and 54. 

They drove for a short while, exiting near City Beach (see circled spot on map 
insert next page). The van turned right, going further north. 
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Jacob died the day after his abduction and molestation. AUen Smith 
abused him that evening, and again the next day. Jacob had no idea what was 
happening to him;he had lived such a peaceful life. Jacob by then was in 
pain and angry, with tears that he would not see his family ever again. His 
regret was about something he had done and wished he had not, something 
he would never be able to correct. He struggled to get loose and could not; 
hopelessness washed through him. The trauma was so great that it killed 
Jacob. He actually choked as he was being violated. 

Allen wanted to keep Jacob for a while, which is his pattern. The 
perpetrator commits this crime on a regular basis. There is a small building 
where Alien kept his victims. Some object or piece of clothing belonging to 
Jacob can be found in this building. He died quickly, not suffering very long, 
and now is at peace. Jacob's body is buried near Lake Kepper in very deep and 
dark soil. 
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Another intuitive felt that the abductor had been in the area for some time 
before the actual night of the abduction. He had been watching the boys. An 
accomplice, who had been doing yard work for the Wetterlings, or in the 
vicinity of their home, had alerted the perpetrator. He had observed the 
children and thought of the idea of kidnapping a child for ransom. It seemed 
to him that Jacob's family would be able to pay. 

Jacob fought with his abductor, putting up enough resistance that the 
incident turned very violent. Jacob was shot. The abductor's plan had been 
to take Jacob out of the State, keep him in hiding in a rural area until tire 
second man could collect the ransom money. When it turned into a murder, 
the plan was aborted and no demands were ever made. 

The man who worked with plants kept Jacob's body in the trunk of the car, 
balled into a burlap sack. The bundle with Jacob’s remains was buried later by 
him beneath a thick hedgerow of plants in an urban yard, in the town of St. 
Joseph (see insert map circle). 



The hedge is mature, thick,and solid. It was probably already in place at the 
rime of Jacob's disappearance, and the yardman needed only to disturb one or 
two of the plants to place the body beneath. It was done in such a way that no 
one would suspect tlris as a usual burial site. The yardman then left the area 
and returned to his home state, probably Arkansas or Kentucky. The two 
men who abducted Jacob have not worked together since, and do not reside 
together in the same town. 
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The name of Carbon is associated with the home where the hedgerow is 
located. This may be the name of the street where the house is located, rather 
than the name of the residents of the home. The owners of the property are 
not aware that anything was buried in their yard. They did not employ the 
yardman. Jacob was buried under the cover of darkness. Access to the 
hedgerow was from outside the yard, possibly from an alley. The owners 
probably didn’t even notice the disturbed plants or freshly turned soil because 
it was October and leaves were on the ground. The yardman was certain to 
cover the disturbed soil with the leaves. 

Both men who abducted Jacob,one with the gun and the other accomplice 
waiting in the car, are white. The one who is the yardman has sandy colored 
hair, is thin, with blue eyes. He presently is living on a run-down, small farm 
in a rural area. There are many old cars and trucks and vehicle parts on the 
property. The other man, who actually held the gun, may be a gambler 
living in a larger city, near a casino or nightspot where there is gaming. This 
may be Atlantic City. 

This ends the compilation of intuitive insights. Hopefully, some parts of 
the information will be meaningful and offer as yet unexplored paths of 
inquiry. One exercise that can aid those searching is to hold this large body of 
information ’loosely", much as one could hold a prism, crystal, gem, or 
stone with many facets on it. 

After a brief period of meditation and contact with the Divine, again look 
at each of the many facets in the body of information. Be open to receive 
"other connections and relationships" within that body of information. 
Perhaps some of what is expressed on one page of the compilation would 
better match, or connect with, what is expressed on a different page. The 
associations can be numerous and varied. 

Rely on your inner sense of knowing to determine what items belong 
together. Without meaning any disrespect for the seriousness of this difficult 
task, hold the information lightly and allow your mind to visit symbolically 
and metaphorically what is presented here. Sometimes the literal 
interpretation of the material alone limits us in finding greater meaning. 

To help those of you in Jacob's family, we recommend two books: 
Testimony of Light, by Helen Graves; and Death Does NotPait Us, by Elsie 
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Sechrist. Both books provide information on how the other side (death) is 
merely another realm of life. The members of Jacob's family may still resolve 
any issues with your loved one, even though he is not physically present. 

In addition, we suggest the placement of Jacob’s name on a national prayer 
list, such as the one at the Association for Research and Enlightenment in 
Virginia Beach, VA (757-428-3588, extension 7121) or that called Silent Unity 
at the Unity School of Christianity in Unity Village, MO (816-246-5400). 

We would appreciate your keeping us informed of any notable 
developments or updates occurring in this case. To assist you, we include a 
two-page Follow Up Survey, which we ask that you complete and return to us 
within the next few weeks.

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Only some of the intuitives responded to the sealed envelope format. 
Included for your use are their verbatim responses, much of which is already 
a part of their readings. Included at the end is a verbatim visit with Jacob's 
spirit, offered by an individual intuitive. 

One intuitive says: 

RESPONSES TO THE QUESTIONS IN THE SEATED ENVELOPE 

1. I feel that Jacob was killed very soon after being abducted, because he put up 
a fight. He was a very athletic boy and liked football He was not easy for one 
man to keep subdued. There were two abductors, one waiting in the car. Still 
Jacob fought and was struck on the side of the head, then shot. This was out 
of hearing of the other boys and a bit away from the original site, 

2. The abductor who I see most clearly is the one who buried Jacob's body. He 
is white, with slender build, sandy colored hair. He has blue eyes. May have 
a mustache at this time. He seems to wear glasses now, but didn't when Jacob 
was abducted. The other man seems more shadowy, is stockier, and with hair 
a darker shade of brown. 

3. Jacob is no longer alive. I feel his body is buried under a mature hedgerow 
along the back edge of a yard located in St. Joseph. The body was bundled in a 
burlap sack before burial. 


Another intuitive says:

NIGHT OF ABDUCTION 

He had just bought some beer. This child struck him in the resemblance to 
his own son. Part of him convinced him it was his child, and he was 
determined to follow and go after Jacob. 

He had a hard time adjusting to Jacob not wanting to be with him. So he 
scared Jacob into submission of whimpering and crying anytime he raised his 
hand. 
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There was no sexual advances or overtones. He wanted to be loved by Jacob 
to see the light in the eyes as his own children had shown. His family was 
killed in an automobile accident two years prior to kidnapping. His own son 
was named Jose. 

THE ABDUCTOR 

A peasant worker. Had worked farms at one time trying to support his 
family. Three children and wife who was pregnant at time of accident. He 
loved his children. Now he is bitter. Although Jacob is with him he never 
gave P. the love P. thought he would get as from his own children. 

P. is a quiet man. Non obtrusive. Works. Keeps his head down. Minds his 
own business. Has a quick temper, could become violent if someone tried to 
take Jacob away from him. Has a scar on the back of his neck* from a knife 
many years ago. 

Never wants to feel that pain of losing family again. Has not/will not relate 
to Jacob's family being in pain. 

Knuckles are scarred. Bushy/full eyebrows. 

1ACQB NOW 

Thin, taller but not huge. Not developed. Immature. Cries still. No TV for 
stimulation. Stays locked up. Forgotten faces of family - although would 
recognize mother and father if saw and heard them. Remembers warmth of 
mother. Has a favorite soft blanket. Stares a lot. Awaits arrival of Pablo just 
for companionship * to hear his voice and hear the radio being turned on. 

Cowers when afraid. Wears some of Pablo's old shirts, but too big for him. 

Misses playing outside. 

Afraid of punishment or no food if disobeys. 
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Another intuitive says: 


IMPRESSIONS 
My strongest impression was: 

"Jacob is dead." 

"When I went into the abductor’s mind from the time of Jacob's 
abduction through the execution of Jacob s murder and ending with the 
disposition of Jacob's remains, I experienced simultaneous feelings of despair, 
disgust, fear, no control and total control, sadistic pleasure and gratification, 
contempt for "the bitch," contempt for "the uniform", "I am the great and 
powerful Oz" and, worst of all, a sense of emptiness, nothingness, darkness, 
death. I like death because it gives me a high." 

"Although the abductor had a gun, he used it only to scare the kids. 
Jacob was taken very near or to the location mentioned in 2G and sexually 
molested. I do not know how long Jacob was kept alive. He was killed with 
an extremely sharp blade and dismembered. This weapon was substantial in 
size and well balanced. It may have been a tool, instrument or something 
like a K-Bar knife." 

"At the same time I saw something like a large black tarp being laid 
over a dismembered carcass. There was no skin, no muscle, and no organs; 
just bones covered here and there with fresh blood, much like one would 
observe at a slaughterhouse. The abductor is familiar with anatomy. One 
could say that his work was very profession." 

This all came simultaneously so fast and with so much force that I had 
to run to the bathroom and vomit. It is not often that I'm hit with a punch 
like this. 

My second strongest impression was: 

"Our friend is about 57", 200 lbs.,stocky and square shouldered. His 
hair is dark brown and regular length, although it falls a little over Iris 
forehead. His complexion is fair. His neck is on the short side and thick. His 
face is not quite round and not quite square. It is somewhat of a baby face. 

I m going to place his age at 35 to 45. His eyes are a vivid blue with thick, 
black lashes, and they have a twinkle. There is nothing distinguishing about 
his eyebrows. His nose is average and somewhat round at the end. He has a 
moustache and the kind of short beard that just covers his chin area. 

However, he sometimes wears a full beard. His ears lay flat to his head. His 
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lips are slightly full. There are slight separations between his front top teeth. 
He is not buck-toothed, but his front top teeth protrude ever so slightly. He 
always seems to be smiling, and I notice laugh lines around his eyes when he 
does. His hands and fingers are wide but not long; same for his feet. His legs 
are like tree stumps. Seems like most everything about him is stubby. He 
keeps his hands in his pockets a lot and shifts from foot to foot, especially 
when conversing. His voice is slightly higher pitched than normal for a 
man/ 

My third strongest impression was: 

The number "25" to the northeast. 

"This permanent residence and/or business is within the H-13-14-15 
coordinates on the state map of Minnesota on a road intersecting Route 25." 
Everything else 1 got came in its own way at its own time. No one thing is 
more important than another. 


Another intuitive says: 

IMPRESSIONS: 

The Night of the Abduction: 

I am sure Jacob either knew or had seen his abductor several times. Maybe 
not by name, but surely by sight. (Very strong) 

The Abductor: 

He is not a killer, but uses a gun to threaten. I see him as a rather dirty blond, 
not really bad looking, muscular build, about 5'9" or thereabouts, wears 
mostly jeans and T-shirts, sometimes boots, but mostly running shoes. Likes 
to wear gold, like a neck chain. He has been grabbing and selling young boys, 
but likes to "try them out" first. Is not marriedJhas very little to do with 
women. Was raised somewhere in the middle west on a farm or in a poor 
section of a small town. Again, Missouri or Kansas come to mind. 
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Jacob Now: 


I wish I could give you some hope that he is alive and can be found, but I 
have such a strong feeling that he is dead. My heart goes out to you and your 
family, I can think of nothing more heartbreaking than losing a child, except 
to be forced to wonder all your life if he is alive or not. God bless you. 


Another intuitive writes: 

Jacob’s spirit came to me. He wants his family to know that he is okay. 
He is sorry this had to happen. It was necessary to bring attention to this 
cause, he knew he was going to be famous one day and gladly took this 
responsibility to help others. He is with his family much of the time. He 
appreciates all tireir efforts to find him. He knows he is loved. He wants 
them to put this behind them and go on with their lives. He ioves them. He 
wants to help other boys. This was the best way for him to do it. Live and be 
happy for him. He never wants to block their happiness. I can provide more 
information from Jacob if they desire it.

INTUITIVE TASK FORCE HELPS 
WOMAN FIND BIRTH FAMILY 

by Cay Randal 1-May, Ph.D. 

For the past two yean a group of intuitives have volunteered to help find missing 
persons, especially children. The fifteen members of the Intuitive Task Force (ITF) 
have worked anonymously and in isolation from each other until last Labor Day weekend 
when they had their first rendezvous in Buffalo, New York. Even though many of them 
had never met before, their mutual desire to serve through this type of work was an 
immediately strong bond. As one team member shared, “ My interest in this type of 
work began years ago when my sister was found dead and there were no answers to what 
had happened to her. At the time, there was no closure for our family- I want to belp 
anyone to solve, gain closure, and heal in murder or missing persons cases." 

Agatha (“Aggie”) Tutko knows what it is like to live for her whole life with no 
closure. When Caro! Ann Liaros, founder of the ITF, invited Aggie to give a 
workshop on handwriting analysis at the ITF rendezvous, she did not expect that the 
group would help her to solve a lifelong mystery. She accepted the invitation thinking 
she could help the group by giving her analysis of team member’s handwriting and 
sharing other ideas about how to make the team more efficient. 

Her workshop was scheduled to be the final event of the two-day retreat. This 
gave her the opportunity to get to know the team members better as she listened to them 
discussing their approaches to solving cases. Some of them receive impressions of 
feelings, “ I usually begin with an emotional or psychological profile of the victim and 
then of the suspect. That gives me an idea of what their responses will be in any given 
situation/' Others get clear mental images. Rather like watching the movies H I usually 
sit back and just close my eyes and ask what really happened. What’s going on and 
where is this person now.” Some shared that they image the scene from the perspective 
of the missing person, while others prefer to 'get into’ the body of the suspect or 
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perpetrator of the crime. As Aggie listened, she realized that these extraordinary people 
just might be able to help her locate her birth family, 

She had been adopted at three and ore half years of age, but had wondered about 
her biological mother ,U her life. “ I always appreciated what she did for me, I believed 
she didn't have any choices and I only wished her well. I wanted to know her and who 
my biological father was. I wanted brothers and sisters, too. After sixty yearn, I never 
thought I would find my family, but a deeper part of me hoped I would.” Last year she 
had inquired at Catholic Charities in Buffalo and been told her birth name was Jo Ann 

DiPadre. Something had prompted her to put a copy of the adoption papers in her 
suitcase before coming to Buffalo, 

She kept the papers there until the evening of Saturday, August 31, the first day 
of the rendezvous. The ITF membets had been working intensely all day to streamline 
their procedures and to produce a 'walking vision ’ in which they saw the group working 

more closely with authorities ami receiving more pub],city about their work, (see figure 
I). The weather had been ideal and the soft summer afternoon was fading into a velvety 
evening. Itwas a perfecttime. Her the intense brainstortning of the day to break imo 
informal, ciose groups. Aggie brought out bet papet^handed them to a .cam member 
—^“t^uftuwwBeaoh^Shc took careful notes as thc^g^spoke, “Your mother 
wanted to keep you, but there was . big disagreement in the family and she had no choice 
but to give you up. Her love for you was great, and she visited you two or three times in 

the orphanage with two of her sisters. Both of your patents are dead now, but you will 

soon be reunited with your birth family. You have two or three sisters and at least one 
brother. Your brother and sistens are very anxious to find you. The reunion is imminent. 

Your name as it appears on the adoption papcis is real, but slightly m isspellcd. " 

After Aggie returned home from the meeting, she learned a friend had been 
aearehing the internet phone directoty for the name DePadre, a spelling which she had 
not given her. Several matching names turned up in the area ofNiagara Falls, New York. 
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Letters sent to the names soon produced an answer from Josephine DePadre, who was 
willing to help with the search. On the morning of Sept. 28, her 61* birthday, Aggie 
received a call from a friend saying the DePadre family claimed her and wanted to meet 
her. Since that time she has been reunited by telephone with her two cousins, ~ J o s e p1iunr 
-a n d Mam . She will soon fly to meet her family which includes two sisters and a 
brother, who have been anxious to find her. “Everything the psychic told me was true, 
even to the number of times my mother visited me in the orphanage and the nearly correct 
spelling of my name. I never dreamed any of this would ever happen." 

Aggie’s case is only the most recent which the ITF has helped solve. There have 
been several others. When someone wishes to report a case to the ITF they call and ask 
for an information packet. This contains questions which will help the psychics as they 
do their work. One of the reasons for the rendezvous was to simplify and streamline this 
intake procedure. The rendezvous discussions helped the task force members decide what 
materials, such as clear maps, are most useful for them. The client provides these 
materials and each psychic receives a copy. They then return their impressions to one of 
the team members. Particularly skilled at organization and writing, she condenses and 
summarizes all of the input from the intuitives. This is sent to the client, who is then 
requested to send back information about the outcome of the case. 

Her records indicate that the task force has contributed accurate information in 
several cases. For example, in one recent case six members agreed that a particular 
missing woman was dead. Four of the six ‘saw’ her body in the river, one even 
pinpointed the location as, "three to five miles from the bridge... it seems to be caught 
beneath some boards and other debris. The body will be dredged up in the Spring” 
Another agreed, “ l believe she will be found caught in one of the sharp bends of the 
river, probably snagged by some brush.” Still another commented ” Her body is (or was) 
in the water, I repeatedly see the same thing. It is a tall, round piece of wood; the kind 
used for telephone poles or the supporting structure of a pier ” When weather conditions 
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permitted, the missing woman’s body was found in the river three to five mites east of 
where she was last seen alive. 

The use of intuitive information io solving missing persons' cases is a 
controversial art, not a science. For that reason, the ITT is constantly striving to improve 
what they do. They realize that tangible and realistic goals are essential to progress. 

That is why they took time to meditate together to form a 'walking vision’, which is 
literally a picture of the team's future. As one of them explained, M I saw the ITF 
directing rescue workers over the telephone or computer hookup. The rescuers were 
searching through the dark nibble of a collapsed building. The psychics guided them 
through the blackness to a trapped baby who was found safe.” That scene has not been 
played out yet, but Aggie Tutko knows that improbable things can happen when the ITF 
gets involved with a case.

I realize this is a bit far-fetched, but I'll feel better knowing 
I’ve communicated my concern to you. 

There's a man in the small community where I live who in mind, has 
a rather suspicious habit. He also happens to look like the man in 
the early pictures of Jacob Wetterling’s abductor - as I recall 
them. 

The man is suspicious to me and to other mothers because he drives 
around town by himself all the time. I often see him driving by 
places where children are. 

I first noticed him in January 1995 as I was sitting in my car 
along a residential street while my kids were ice skating on an 
adjacent rink. In the hour that I sat in my car, he drove by at 
least six times. 


Not long after that, I contacted someone at the Watonwan County 
Sheriff's department and reported my concern. I was assured that I 
didn’t need to worry about him.

. David has a very close friend that he spent all of his free time with, Dan Wilcox. 

During the summer of 1989, he and Dan bought a house in St. Paul ihat they were 
going to fix up, get renters and make a lot of money. David's pattern of behavior was to 
go to Specialty Engineering where they both worked, then go to St. Paul and work on 
the house. remembers that David was gone the weekend of October 22 and 

that he came home Monday night because she had watched the news and began a 
conversation with him about Jacob's kidnapping. She kept saying how much energy 
young boys have and that she thought he might have gotten away or would get a 
chance to fight and run. David was adamant that "the kid didn't get away." She said 
they argued about it just about every day that week until she knew that she shouldn’t 
bring it up again. 

From time to time David would send over to a neighbors 

house and tell her not to come home until he called. When she did come home she 
could tell a lot of people had been there by tire tracks and footprints and she said 
tearfully ‘everything was burned.’ In November of 1989 she said she must have gotten 
out of line and he made her watch a video depicting a Satanic slaying. She kept 
saying 'they don't kill their victims first.’ She described a gruesome situation where 
they basically skinned their chest and then did other things to them. They probably 
died from the chest injuries, they were then burned. She said he described drying the 
bones, then smashing them into powder. “You’d be surprised how many homes have 
that in the stuff between the bricks.’’ I asked her if the victims she saw were humans 
and she said yes. In February he came home and said Jacob’s dead now. In August 
she left him and he’s been trying to find her since. 

She said she talked to Terry Duma in the fall of 1991. She claims Dave had a 
receipt in his wallet from 10-22*89 showing that he was working on the house that day, 
but she said he was obsessive about keeping house receipts in an envelope at home. 
He didn t like paper in his way. Every day he emptied his pockets and took paper 


anything away as he didn't like paper around. He seems to be a man of routine. I 
asked her if he acted any different after he came home on the 23rd of October, She 
said he ate very little that week and wouldn't let her sleep with him. She thought that 
Terry confronted the two men together at work, which didn't make sense to me, I asked 
her where he might have kept the two videos that he made her watch, she said he had 
a small fireproof safe that he kept locked. She also said he kept his gun where the 
upstairs hangs over the basement, under the insulation. I asked her if he claimed to 
have taken Jacob and she said yes.

Jacob was strangled to death between 5 a.m. and 6 a.irt, the 
morning after the kidnaping He was with the kidnaper 9 to _ 
hours total. The kidnaper sodomized Jacob 3 times and forced 
Jacob to perform oral sex on him one time. The actual sexual 
contact time totaled 35 minutes over the 9 to 10 hour period. 

Jacob and the kidnaper did not talk much, Jacob answered 
questions when asked. He made fun of Jacob for crying, he cal-ed 
him a baby, sissy and other names. 

The kidnaper worked alone. Jacob is the only person he has 
killed. 

The kidnaper/murderer dug the grave after Jacob was dead and 
then kicked the body into the grave, he did not use his hands. 
Jacob is buried 8.67 miles due west of the Wetterling house. 

The body is on its side in the grave, the skeleton is in tack. 
There is 33 inches of top soil on the body, the grave is covered 
mostly with weeds and some pine needles* Although the grave 
is difficult to spot, police dogs will be able to find it. 

Some of the killers DNA is still on Jacob's clothing. 

The murderer was driving around (angry) the night he kidnaped 
Jacob, he was not planning on killing. After the kidnaping 
and rapes, he was afraid he would gst caught, that reality became 
more and more real to him as daylight approached. He felt his 
only option was to kill Jacob and bury the body. 

The murderer was born, raised and currently lives in Minnesota. 

He moved to Wisconsin in 1993 through early 1997 (in prison 
there in 1996/97). 

At the time of the kidnaping/murder, the killers Minnesota 
residence was 23 miles southwest of the kidnaping scene. 

He has dark hair, a medium large build and is 5'6 tall, but 
claims he is 5*8. He has 2 tattoos, one on his left arm and 
one on his chest. 

He was a metal worker sometime before working at Green Giant. 
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He is single* and has a daughter. He is homosexual and has 
committed other sex crimes since Jacobs death. 

The killer currently drives a school bus in the state of 
Minnesota, within 26 miles of the scene of the kidnaping. 

Jacob has not yet ascended, he still "lives" at the family home. 
He wants his murder resolved and then he will ascend. He wants 
peace of mind for his mom and dad, and others.

I believe that, several years ago, I met Andrew Cunanan 
at a St. Cloud Area bar known as The Hitching Post. This 
might amount to nothing, but it might be of help in the 
profile...... 

I was peacefully setting at the bar, having a Diet 7-Up, 
when a guy came up from behind me, grabbed my cowboy hat and, 
giving this rather weird laugh, ran down the bar and placed 
it on another man. (It wasn't until I saw the Biography of 
Cunanan on A&E a few weeks ago that I realized that the man 
was him.)
